NERVE IS UNBROKEN 
AS HE AWAITS DEATH 


Hanging in Connecticut Prison 
Is Set for Shortly After 
Midnight Tuesday. 


Wethersfield, Conn., April 3 (By 
A. P.).—Gov,. Trumbull announced 
tonight that he would not grant 
Gerald Chapman another reprieve. 
His decision was made known short- 
ly after Judge Newell Jennings, 
trial judge in the Chapman murder 
case, called at his home in Plain- 
| ville to recommend this course. 

Chapman, condemned to hang 
for murder early Tuesday 
morning, late today had signed 
an application to the State board 
of pardons asking that his sentence 
be commuted to life imprisonment. 

This is the first time Chapman 
has asked for clemency. In the ap- 
plication he sets forth that he had 
been four times in prison, that he 
is in his thirty-eighth year and that 
he was born in New York city. 

The board of pardons meets twice 
a year, the next regular meeting 
Ly statute being the first Monday 
in May. 

A member -is Supreme Court 
Justice Howard J. Curtis, who as a 
member of the court, gave an ad- 
verse decision on Chapman’s appeal 
for a new trial. 

Gov. Trumbull, who thrice re- 
prieved Chapman and has refused 
to grant further time ‘‘not even an 
hour” is exofficio chairman of the 
board. 


Eight AffidavR®’ Offered. 


Bight affidavits were offered by 
the defense attorneys in support of 
their petition for a new trial. Three 
not previously made public were 
signed by Byrd C. Twig, a New 
York attormey, William O’Leary, 
and William E. Sodergren, of New 
Britain. 

Twig is alleged to have seen 
Chapman in New York on the night 
of October 11, 1924, several hours 
before the murder of Patrolman 
James Skelly in New Britain. 

O'Leary and Sodergren are said 
to have known Chapman and would 
have been willing to offer the same 
testimony, the nature of which was 
not revealed. 

States’ Attorney Hugh M. Alcorn 
vigorously opposed the effort for a 
new trial, saying it was a “‘trick of 
counsel to gain more time.’’ 

Important Witnesses Killed. 

Explaining the States’ position, 
he said: ‘‘They’ve killed off our Im- 
portant witnesses. Ben Hancos is 
dead, It may be difficult to get im- 
portant witnesses again.’’ Hance is 
the Indiana farmer with whom 
Chapman once lived while hiding 
out from the authorities. 

Charles W. Murphy, of Danbury, 
Conn., who presented the petition 
for the defense attorneys, asked 
Mr. Alcorn if he meant that the 
attorneys had “killed off the wit- 
nesses, since they had been accused 
of other things.” 

Mr. Alcorn did not reply to this 
query but stated that his opposing

FAST IN PROMIBITION 
HEARING TOMORROW 


Stage Is Set for Senate 
Subcommittee Sessions 
on Modification. 


SIX DAYS ALLOTTED 
EACH SIDE IN FIGHT 


Antiprotibitionists en Re- 
fusal to Subpena Witnesses 
Will Be Changed.

The stage is set for the battle be- 
tween the wets and drys which be- 
gins before Congress tomorrow and 
may have.a decisive effect on the 
future of prohibition. Prohibition- 
ists and antiprohibitionists have 
marshalled their forces. Witnesses 
are here or on their way and both 
sides are confident as the time nears 
for the show-down. 

At 10 o’clock the subcommittee 
of the Senate judiciary committee 
will begin hearings on this great 
national issue, which admittedly 
must be dealt with in view of 
changed conditions. Senator Means, 
chairman of the subcommittee, will 
have two Republicans, Senators 
Harreld and Goff, to assist him and 
two Democrats, Senators Walsh and 
Reed, of Missouri. The committee 
stands 4 to 1 for the drys, with Sen- 
ator Reed the sole representative of 
the wets. But the character of the 
men on the committee is regarded as 
insuring fairness to. both sides and 
it may be that no single senator on 
this subcommittee will refrain from 
keeping an open mind on the value 
of the evidence. 


Wets First to Testify. 


The wets have first innings in the 
sense that the first six days are to 
be allotted to antiprohibitionist wit- 
nessés. -’Fhen-come six days for the 
drys. Initial refusal of the subcom- 
mittee to subpena witnesses, if they 
favored the wet cause, may be mod- 
ified as the Investigation proceeds 
and in any event the committee 
itself will be free to call witnesses 
after the twelve days allotted to 
partisan testimony have elapsed. 

Under the leadership of Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel for the 
Antisaloon League, the drys have 
drawn their battle lines in advance 
while awaiting the outcome of the 
first attacks by the representatives 
of the wet forces. Mr. .Wheeler 


probably will be the first dry wit-| 


ness. Bishop James Cannon, jr., 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and Mrs. Ella Boole, president of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Uniog, will follow Mr. Wheeler on 
the stand. 

But immediate interest centers 
on the wet witnesses to appear this 
week. Unless the subcommittee 
puts obstacles in the way by refus- 
ing subpenas in every case, the ar- 
ray of wet witnesses is going to 
cause distinct surprise, it is stated. 
This list includes, it now develops, 
bishops and clergymen from various 
denominations, welfare workers, 
high officials, leaders of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and gov- 
ernment and State officials who 
have access to all sorts of valuable 
information and are willing to dis- 
close it if the Senate gives them 
permission to talk frankly to the

POWERS ARE AROUSED 
BY BOMBING OF PEKING 


Legation Ouatter Bracketed 
by Explosives Dropped 
From Planes.

Peking, April 3.—Airplanes fly- 
ing low and attracting counter fire 
dropped eleven bombs over the 
heart of Peking today, causing con- 
siderable material damage. The 
bombs fell near the south entrance 
of the winter palace, near the 
American Catholic mission, near 
the French Catholic mission and 
also north of the Temple of Heaven. 

The powers are much concerned, 
since the legation quarter was 
bracketed by bombs and probably 
will make representations to the at- 
tacking forces. Owing to the de- 
termination of their foes to carry 
the warfare into the capital itself, 
the Kuominchun (national army), 
Marshal Feng Hu-Hsiang’s forces, 
declines to evacuate. They are re- 
ceiving today. the cabinet’s ap- 
proval of such an attitude. 

Although the cannonading out- 
side the walls distinctly is heard the 
actual mews cannot be sent, owing 
to the restrictions imposed follow- 
ing Friday’s aerial visitation. 

Radio advices report that the 
American Baptist mission at Wu- 
chow, west of Canton, which is suf- 
fering from a blockade following a 
bolshevized strike and boycott, is 
arranging to evacuate. The gun- 
boat Pampanga is standing by to 
bring off the missionaries and their 
families. 

Prostrate and controlled wires, 
due to the fighting around Peking, 
blankets the provincial news, while 
a continuace of the sieged is re- 


ducing the food supplies.

hitters Bill Retains Maxi- 
mum Annuity of $1,200 
Originally Proposed. 


Liberalized retirement for gov- 
ernment employes will cost them 4 
per cent of their salary under the 
provisions of the bill agreed upon 
by the House civil service commit- 
tee, it was learned yesterday. 

In an effort to maintain the in- 
creased annuities originally con- 
templated and at the same time pre- 
vent too great an increased cost to 
the government, the committee in- 
creased the employes’ contribution 
to 4 per cent. They now pay 2% 
per cent. Originally, it had been 
planned that they should ‘boost their 
contribution to 3% per cent to help 
support the liberalized plan, but 
confronted by the opposition of the 
administration, the committee de- 
cided to add another % per cent. 

It was also learned that the 
committee has decided not to lower 
the proposed annuities. Its bill 
retains the scale originally pro- 
posed, providing for a maximum 
annuity of $1,200 instead of the 
present annuity of $720, and pro- 
portionate increases down the line. 


Small Divisor Used. 


The bill, however, provides that 
the divisor 40 shall be used which 
would compute the maximum an- 
nuity on a salary of $1,600 instead 
of a salary of $1,800 which would 
be necessary to attain the maximum 
annuity under the 45 divisor plan. 

The small divisor is particularly 
beneficial to employes in the lower- 
salaried grades. 

By placing the optional retire- 
ment age limits at 60, 62 and 66 
years, and increasing the proposed 
contribution of the employes, the 
committee is considered as having 
gone far toward reducing the gov- 
ernment cost, against which the 
President objected. 

Whether the changes in the bill 
fully meet the wishes of the ad- 
ministration will be determined in 
a day or two. 

Report Likely Tomorrow. 


The committee is expected to re. 
port its bill to the House tomorrow. 
Chairman Lehlbach will confer 
with Majority Leader Tilson, prob- 
ably tomorrow, and the majority 
leader will consider the measure in 
the light of the reduced cost. 

The administration is under- 
stood to be not opposed to the pro- 
posed increased annuities provided 
enough of the increased burden is 
carried by the employes to relieve 
the government of a drain. The 
framers of the bill believe they 
have now shaped it so as to bring it 
within the administration limits. 

In the meantime, the Senate sub- 


committee, headed by Senator Stan- 
field, is proceeding with -its bill, 
with indications that it will follow 
generally if not be identical with 
the House measure. 
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FRENCH FISCAL BILL LAW: 
OIL MONOPOLY DEFEATED 


Final Vote by Both Houses. 
Senators See Difficulty in 
Petroleum Control. 
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Paris, Sunday, April 4 (By A. 
P.).—The senate and chamber of 
deputies early this morning reached 
an agreeemnt, 260 to 144, on the 
government’s financial measures. 
Hope of peace seemingly was respon- 
sible for the compromise reached by 
the two houses, although for a time 
tobacco created a deadlock... The 
senate fought tooth and nail for an 
increase in price of tobacco, but the 
deputies stood firm and won. 

The sugar monopoly attracted 
heated debate, but the government 
did not press the matter. The sep- 
aration of this subject from the gen- 
eral bills was accepted, then the 
matter of petroleum was brought 
up. After listening to experts, the 
deputies did not press their argu- 
merts for a petroleum monopoly, 
leaving for the upper house the 
task of drafting laws covering such 
a monopoly. 

Paris, April 3 (By A. P.).—The 
government financial bill was 


adopted by the senate this evening 
by a vote of 232 to 12. Slight 
amendments or additions were 
made to the measures as passed by 
the lower house. An increased sell- 
ing price was fixed for tobacco, and 
the senate accepted the project for 
a tax on patent medicines, which 
the chamber had rejected. Other- 
wise the measures, as passed by the 
chamber, were approved. 

The amendments of the senate, 
however, were sufficient to require

Jesse C. Suter, chairman ex offi- 
cio of the council, president of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations. 

Dr. Richardson and Mr. Beason 
were elected Friday evening by the 
Federation ef Civic associations. 


Calls Work Indorsed. 


President Suter, in presenting 
the winning candidates to the coune 
cil, said that the first-ballot reelec- 
tion of the four members of the 
first council constituted an indorse- 
ment of the work of that body. 

The election was enlivened by 
the race of Mrs. Snell and Mp, 
Faulkner for the last place on the 
council membership list and by the 
announcement of delegates of three 
constituent associations that they 
were instructed not to participate 
in the balloting. One of these, the 
Dupont Circle Citizens’ association, 
threatened to withdraw from the 
federation, charging that the coun- 
cil has not discharged its responsi- 
bility to the federation. 

On the first ballot, 74 delegates 
voted, 38 votes being necessary to 
elect. Swanton led the voting with 
58, Wales was second with 57, and 
Stull and Havenner each polled 48, 

Dougherty was elected with 40 
votes on the second ballot. On the 
third the preference narrowed to 
Mrs. Snell and Faulkner, the latter 
receiving 15 votes .and “Mrs. 
Snell 29: 

Had Smoked Cigaret. 


A whispering campaign was con- 
ducted against Mrs. Snell, rvotes 
against her being solicited on the 
ground that she smoked a cigaret 
at the federation’s smoker a year 
ago, the first of these annual events 
opened to attendance by women.

Harrison Cites Ohio Politics 
and Asks Congress to In- 
vestigate Islands. 


HOOVER SEEKS RUBBER,

Republicans Counter by Ur- 
ging Inquiry Into Conditions 
of Negroes in Mississippi. 


President Coolidge’s appointment 
of Carmi Thompson, of Ohio, to in- 
vestigate the Philippines was at- 
tacked in the Senate yesterday. 
Senator Harrison coupled his criti- 
cism of the President’s action with 
a resolution asking that a joint 
congressional committee -be named 
to conduct the Philippine investi- 
gation. 

Objection to immediate consider- 
ation of the resolution was made by 
Senator Willis, of Ohio, and Sena. 
tor Moses, But the question was 
discussed long enough to bring out 
the 
attack. 

These are that President Cool. 
idge is simply sending Mr. Thomp- 
son out of the country to facilitate 
the political situation in Ohio 
where, according to Senators Har- 
rison and King, there are two Re- 
publican candidates for governor, 
of whom Mr. Thompson is one and 
that Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
wants an investigation of possibili- 
ties for growing rubber in the is- 
lands with a view to ‘‘further ex- 
ploiting the Filipinos.”’ 


King Sees Pledge Violated. 


At the same time, it is intimated 
hy Senator King that the President 
is seeking an excuse to violate the 
pledge which the United States 
gave to the Filipinos respecting 
their independence, and is therefore 
sending Mr. Thompson to the scene 
to provide the material which the 
administration desires. 

Senator Harrison’s resolution 
looks to the creation of a joint com- 
mittee, made up of two senators 
and two members of the House. It 
would be bipartisan, with two Re- 
publicans and two Democrats. It 
would hold hearings and have 
authority to visit the Philippines, 
but would make its report prior to 
January 1, 1927 

‘‘Even the President has waked 
up to the necessity of closer study 
of the Philippines, Senator Harri- 
son said, in presenting his resolu- 
tion. 


People Differ on Wood. 
-**But people in the country will 
differ as to whether or not it is a 
reflection on Governor General 
Wood,” Mr. Harrison added. 
‘Some will say that the President 
still has confidence in him. Others 
—and there will be many in the 
country—will believe that the 
President has not sufficient confi- 
dence in Gen. Wood to accept his 
reports and recommendations. 

The senator from Mississippi, 
who delivered his brief speech in 
his usual form, and appears to have 
a smile on his face and a twinkle 
in his eye even when he is making 
the most relentless attacks on Re- 
publican policies, then said that 
some agency of Congress rather 
than an individual selected by Mr.

Senator King, at this point, ex- 
pressed the belief that Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover's interest in 
rubber growing was really at the 
bottom of the Thompson mission. 

Republican senators did not at 
first join in the debate. But when 
Senator Harrison asked unanimous 
consent for immediate considera- 
tion, Senator Moses sought to ex- 
plode a small-sized bomb in the 
Democratic program.

Refusal of 
the Senate to make public the roll 
call on that vote, together with the 
fact that two senators asked Sena- 
tor Curtis, the majority leader, to 
protect them against having tho 
public know how they voted, added 
an air of mystery to the proceed- 
ings, which otherwise would have 
been lacking. During yesterday's 
proceedings one senator appeared 
almost on the verge of nervous 
prostration until the resolution had 
been referred to committee. 


Advises Expelling Overman. 


An enlivening feature of the 
early proceedings was Senator Nor- 
ris’ contention that Senator Over- 
man should be expelled from the 
Senate for having stated on the 
floor that he voted against Mr. 
W oodlock. Before making his 
speech, Mr. Norris made certain 
that Senator Overman would not 
object to the references to the rule 
calling for his expulsion. At first 
Mr. Norris intended to introduce 
a resolution for Senator Overman’s 
expulsion, and there was some talk 
of Senator Copeland announcing 
how he voted and a resolution by 
Senator Norris calling for the ex- 
pulsion of the New York senator. 
But Senator Norris apparently de- 
cided to simply call attention to the 
gravity of Mr. Overman’s offense, 
if measured by the Senate rule. 

“The chair decided that he did 
not have the right to say how he 
voted and that it requires a two- 
thirds vote to give him that right.’’

WESTERN ROADS ASKING | 
HIGHER FREIGHT FIGURE: 


Agricultural Interests Oppose 
Them; Certain Changes 
Thought Likely. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

Final summing up in the investi- 
gation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission into the rate structure 


of the nation’s transportation sys- 
tems will begin here Wednesday. 
Coupled with this inquiry is the de- 
mand of the Western roads for an 
increase in their existing freight 
charges on the ground that at 
present they are unable to earn a 
proper return on their inrested cap- 
ital. 

This is one of the most important 
tasks yet undertaken by the com- 
mission. It was directed by a joint 
resolution of Congress which was 
approved January 30, 1925. The 
authors Mo ogres yoercite Homer 
Hoch, of Karfsas, and Senator Elli- 
son D. Smith, of South Cadrolina. 
Under the authorization the com- 
mission initiated its hearings in 
Chicago on September 8 last, and 
since then has gathered evidence in 
every section of the country. 

The investigation was specifically 
directed to develop “such lawful 
changes in the rate structure of the 
country as will promote the free- 
dom of movement by common car- 
riers of the products of agriculture 
affected by existing depression, in- 
cluding live stock, at the lowest pos- 
sible rates compatible with the 
maintenance of adequate transpor- 
tation service.” 


Proposed Changes Outlived. 


In its plan the commission set 
forth that it would authorize 


changes, should they be shown .nec- | 


essary, along the following lines: 

First—to meet the conditions 
which prevail in the several indus- 
tries of the country, in so far as it 
legally is possible to do so, to the 
end that commodities may freely 
move. 

Second——to determine the gen- 
eral and comparative levels in mar- 
ket values of the various classes 
and kinds of commodities as indi- 
cated over a reasonable period of 
years. 

Third——_To meet a natural and 
proper development of the country 
as a whole. 

Fourth—tThe maintenance of an 
adequate system of transportation. 

Fifth—-To meet any other re- 
quirement of law laid upon the 
commission in respect to the initia- 
tion, modification, establishment or 
adjustment of rates as above de- 
fined. 

All common carriers in the United 
States were made respondents in the 
prdceedings. The general investiga- 
tion has been conducted with the 
view of preventing unnecessary ex- 
pense to the respondents. In addi- 
tion to the carriers the affairs of all 
pipe line companies, telegraph, 
telephone, cable and wireless com- 
panies, express companies, sleeping 
car corporations and all others ac- 
tually engaged in transportation 
were brought into the case. 


Changes Believed Likely. 


It is accepted that certain rate 
changes will follow when the com- 
mission finally announces its deci- 
sion. The understanding here is, 
however, that the various railroads 
will in their summing up sharply 
oppose any slashing of rates. The 
situation is further complicated by 
the demand of the Western roads 
that they be allowed to increase 
their rates.

It takes place at 
the seat of the Southern province 
of the Moravian Church and is led 
by the venerable Bishop Edward 
Rondthaler. Many have seen him 
for the first time as he read the 
Easter litany from the steps of the 
church. 

Preparations for the service were 
in the hands of men who have been 
interested in the worship for many 
years. 

The service starts just before 
daylight and concludes at the grave- 
yard nearby as the sun rises. The 
congregation assembles on Salem 
square shortly before midnight, At 
the appointed hour, 2 a. m., the

A feature of the Easter observ- 
ance is a pilgirmage to all parts of 
the city by the various Moravian 
church bands. They start from the 
Home church at 2 o’clock. The 
traditional Easter selections are 
dispensed, street cars and other 
conveyances being used to trans- 
port the musicians, who return ta 
the church for breakfast at 4 a. m. 

The first Moravian service on 
Easter morn was held on April 13, 
1732, in Nerrenhut, Saxony, the 
home congregation of the modern 
Moravian church, On that day the 
young men of the church repaired 
before dawn, apparently on their 
own initiative, to the consecrated 
burial place of the dead and spent 
an hour and a half in the singing 
of hymns and prayer. In the fol- 
lowing year this form of celebra- 
tion was adopted by the congrega- 
tion and was subsequently modified 
and developed. 

Earliest notice of the Easter 
morning serivee in Bethlehem, Pa., 
appears in their records of 1743. 
The settlement had been formed 
two years before by a group of Mo. 


Held in Many Parts of World. 


The sunrise service is held in 
many parts of the world. In the 
mountainous part of Asia it started 
several hours earlier than that in 
Winston-Salem. 

Bishop Rondthaler has read the 
litany for 50 years with two excep- 
tions. Since 1880 Bernard.J, Pfohl 
has participated as a musician, and 
for the last 36. years he has had

Denver, Colo., April 3 (By A. 
P.).—From the snow crags of the 
' Montana Rockies to the sweeps of 
'the plains of Arizona and New 
Mexico, the dawn of Easter will 
find white and red men doing 
reverence to the day and what it 
signifies. 
throbbing of tom-toms, and gourds, 
accompanied by weird chanting, 
drifted across the prairies from 
Guadalupe, Arizona, as the Yaqui 
Indians started their Easter dance. 
Although observances were held 
throughout the day, the most spec. 
tacular part of the celebration took 
place at sunset with the start of 
the sacred and solemn dance. 


At midnight Indian fireworks, 
which increased the weirdness of 
the painted, swaying figures, were 
touched off. 

In the native villages north of 
Sante Fe the penitentes, following 
the penitential processions and 
flagellations of Holy Week, have 
concluded their rites, and Easter 
will be heralded as a day of feast- 
ing and celebrating. In contrast 
to the hundreds of sightseers who 
usually visit the remote settlements, 
only a dozen visitors were at Abi- 
quiu and a few more at Alcade, 
two centers-of the sect. 

In Denver forecasts of inclement 
weather forced the abandonment of 
the sunrise services at the civic 
center. 

Chicago, April 3 (By A. P.).— 
Clear, cold weather over most of 
the great central West was the 
final Easter prophecy emanating to- 
day from the Chicago district wea- 
ther bureau.

Cockatoo Alone Remains of | 
Original Lot; Greatest Need 
Is New Buildings. 


By FELIX COTTEN. 


There is one place which Wash- 
ingtonians will visit today almost 
in the spirit of a pilgrimage. The 
visit is an observance which nearly 
parallels the egg-hunting custom 
and the homage to the rabbit. The 
brilliant Easter finery which will 
unfold in springtime gladness to- 
day will undoubtedly attain in 
greatest splendor in the National 
Zoological park. 

The Easter zoo crowd is merely 
the point of culmination. The com- 
ing of spring and return of balmy 
days draws seasonal crowds to no 
place more early than to the zoo, 
just as declining autumn finds the 
public congregated latest in the 
park. 

Apparently spring first unfolds 
her robes on the smooth, rolling 
hills and in the deep, alluring val- 
leys that distinguish it. The com- 
bination of the attractiveness of 
natural beauty and animals allured 
visitors to the zoo before the yellow 
forsythia appeared. And the fact 
that last year more than 2,500,000 
bersons visited the zoc emphasizes 
its year-round popularity. 


Now Zoological. City. 


The park has grown to be a little 
city of birds, beasts and reptiles 
well representative of the entir- 
globe. The whole extent of the 
latitudes from. Labrador around to 
Siberia, and the longitudes from 
Sumatra to Borneo are brought by 
it within the scope of a few acres, 
s0 far as moving life is concerned. 

Such rare forms as the blue bear 
of Alaska, the black leopard, 
Baird's tapir, the cheetah, or hunt- 
ing leopard, Tasmanian devil, and 
numerous others seldom to be seen 
in captivity, are presented to the 
public view. There are not only 
adult animals, but young ones also, 
and the young prove the greater 
attraction, especially to children. 
A summer seldom passes without 
finding on exhibition bear, lion, or 
tiger cubs, or a young hippopota- 
mus. 

The vast collection of animals is 
like a book of nature, and a very 
old book it is. Here are to be 
found animals whose existence ex- 
tends back into the geological ages 
long before the coming of man. 
The connecting links with earlier | 
stages of earthly development are 
here contained. Some of the ani- 
mals are near the sunset of the ex- 
istence of their species. And 
therefore, as in a masterpiece, both 
the child and the student can find 
objects of curiosity in this compre- 
hensive collection. 


Dingo Looks Like Dog. 


The Australian dingo is a com- 
mon enough looking dog. He is no 
more than a tough yellow cur to 
the general interest until it is dis- 
covered that he has existed in Aus- 
tralia since the Pliocene epoch of 
geology. Then it is known that he 
had organized into hunting tribes 
when the seven hills of Rome were 
being formed, and that he antedates 
the great Irish elk and the masto- 
don, both of which have been ex- 
tinct thousands of years. 

The zoo now ranks as third best 
in the country, being surpassed by 
the Philadelphia zoo, and the Bronx 
zoo of New York. It has grown 
largely by the contributions of in- 
dividuals, circuses, various expedi- 
tions and tours, and to some slight 
degree by purchase of animals. The 
Forepaugh circus once left a large 
collection of animals at the zoo, 
and although most were later re- 
moved, several of the older animals, 
and all the young born during the 
stay, were retained. 

The first expedition ever to g0 
out from the zoo, and by which the 
zoo will be solely benefited, how- 
ever, has just recently been organ- 
ized, and it is on its way to the 
Tanganyika territory in British 
East Africa under the direction of 
Dr. W. M. Mann, superintendent of 
the park. If the bright prospects 
of the Smithsonian-Chrysler expe- 
dition are in reasonable measure 
realized, the accessions should be 
sufficient to place the local collec- 
tion close to first in the country. 


Expectations From Expedition. 


The expedition plans to bring 
back the much-sought-for giraffe 
and, in addition, a rhinocerus, a 
wart hog, zebras, antelope, African 
cape buffalo, lions and leopards, 
and what else no one can foretell. 
It is barely possible that an orang- 
outang or a gorilla will be obtained, 
although the chance of safely trans- 
porting these animals to this coun- 
try is slight. 

A large number of the animals 
will be purchased from farmers. It 
-is better to purchase them, for the 
beasts must be to some extent ac- 
customed to captivity before they 


may be safely shipped. The expe- 


dition will have to delay its return 


for a time because after the animals 
are captured or acquired it will be 
necessary to confine and feed them 
for a time and make them further

It is enabled 
also to procure rare forms which | 
circuses could not obtain. The 
courtesy of other governments 
makes this possible with a govern- 
ment institution. It was only be- 
cause of this courtesy that a pair of 
tautara lizards were obtained re- 
cently from New Zealand. This 
lizard is almost extinct, and is zeal- 
ously guarded by the New Zealand 
government. It may result, there- 
fore, that the zoo will soon have the 
best collection of animals with only | 
an inferior means of exhibiting | 
them. 


Has Egg Worth $750. 


The zoo has recently come into 
the possession of a truly golden eg¢, 
and more than that, absolutely 
priceless in its possibilities. The 
egg was recently laid by a condor, 
the largest of winged birds. With 
its appearance an unfulfilled hope 
has arisen. It is to be able to hatch 
and raise in captivity a condor, 
something which has never been ac- 
complished, it is avowed, in the his- 
tory of any people. 

The egge immediately attained a 
value of $750 and, therefore, is 
worth more than its weight in gold. 
If it is unfertile it: will be placed in 
the National museum. Meanwhile, 
it has been given to the care of a 
Japanese Yokohama hen, presented 
to the zoo by Ernest Smoot, son of 
Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah. The 
hen is safely guarded in the zoo of- 
fices. If she hatches the egg, She 
will do more than the condor has 
previously done, for the condor has 
laid three other eggs during his 
twenty-year stay at the zoo, and 
broken them all. The Yokohama 
hen, therefore, has been intrusted 
with a great responsibility. 

Considering the present excel- 
lence of the zoo, itis interesting to 
learn what it started from, and 
what first inspired it. 

From the beginning of the Na- 
tional museum, people began to 
contribute live animals to it, and 
these were for a long time kept in 
‘pens right behind the old museum 
building. They grew to be a nuis- 
ance to the scientists plying their 
studies, and since there was no dis- 
position to kill them, the sugges- 
tion was made that a zoo be estab- 
lished. 

The propesition met sharp oppo- 
sition in Congress. Several mem- 
bers strongly objected to going into 
the ‘‘show business’? and ‘compet- 
ing with Barnum.” 

Finally in 1889, Congress passed 
a bill appropriating $200,000 for

On the commis- 
sion were Dr. S. P. Langley, inven- 
tor of the Lungiey airplane, and at 
that time secretary of the Smith- 
sonian institution; Secretary of the 
Interior John W. Noble, and J. W.

In 1890 the commission selected 
the present site, which embraces 
one of the most beautiful sections 
of Rock Creek valley and adjoining 
hills. 

Lion House Once 


C. B. Baker, assistant superin- 
tendent of the zoo, in charge dur- 
ing the absence of Dr. Mann, states 
that a large portion of the park was 
cultivation at the time. The 
present lion house was built in a 
cornfield, he says, then covered 
with stubble. He reveals that the 
trees which clothe the long sloping 
hills in magnificence and afford such 
inviting nooks and sheltered re- 
treats is in reality the second 
growth timber, and was at that time 
but promising saplings. The orig- 
inal timber was cut off during the 
civil war when the tract was occu- 
pied by armed camps. 

Mr. Baker also points out that 2 
acres of the park was owned by 
John Quincy Adams. There was an 
old mill on the property, from which 
Adams Mill road takes its name. 
The old mill was located near the 
road entrance to the park. 

The purchase of the primary 167 
acres, since increased to embrace 
175 acres, the construction of roads, 
and general equipment of the z00 
soon consumed the initial appropr)- 
ation. In 1890 Congress made an 
additional appropriation of $92,000 
to continue organization, improve- 
ment, and for maintenance. 

With this money, the home of the 
late Dr. H. C.:Holt, a veterinarian, 
the only building purchased with 
the park, was renovated, and made 
into the present attractive office 
building. Shelter barns, cages, 
fences, artificial ponds and miscel- 
laneous necessities were provided.

Final- 
ly because of enervated knees he 
fell one night in his sleep and 
broke his shoulder,.so badly that the 
bone pierced the flesh and skin.

Had Dunk been a first-class ele- 
phant, however, he would never 
have fallen, according to Mr. Black- 
burne. All Indian elephants are 
graded, and Dunk, because of his 


emaciated trunk, could never make! 


first grade. With a stronger trunk 
Dunk would have checked his fall, 
and, no doubt, tried, but could not 
give his trunk muscles sufficient 
stiffness to stop his 11,000 pounds 
of weight. An elephant catches 
himself with his trunk much the 
same as a man does with his arm. 
With the end of the snout rolled 
into a ball he is there propped, as 
it were, until the feet can be 
brought into play and assume the 
burden of the body.

Source of Scientific Study. 


There is, another side of the zoo 
life which Mr. Baker relates. It is 
the scientific study conducted with 
the animals.@ Since the zoo comes 
under the jurisdiction of the Smith- 
sonian institution, the better speci- 
mens that die at the zoo are often 
mounted and placed in the National 
museum. _Autopsies are performed 
on the dead animals by the patho- 
logical division of the bureau of 
animal industry. These autopsies 
usually take the form of intensive 
study of disease,.in which especial 
attention is given to discovery, and 
to that which may. be revealed Sas 
new, and as throwing new light on 
something known.

Offi- 
cials say positively that in spite of 
the imminence of his death on the 
gallows his steady nerves have 
shown no signs of weakening. 

About a week ago Chapman de- 
clined to sign an application for 
commutation of sentence, saying, 
according to his attorneys, that he 
considered it would be an indication 
of guilt to ask elemency. Tonight, 
however, he changed his mind.

BILL TO MERGE GAS 
. COMPANIES PASSED 


Senate Also Approves Police 
and Firemen’s Pension 
Measure. 


The Senate yesterday -passed a 
bill authorizing the merger of the 
Georgetown and Washington Gas 
Light companies. It also passed 
the bill authorizing payment of re- 
tirement benefits to police.and fire- 
men who were denied such bene- 
fits several years ago by a defic- 
lency in the retirement fund. This 
bill now goes to the President. A 
bill was also passed to make it a 
criminal offense to report imagina- 
tive robberies, thefts and other mis- 
deeds to the police. 

The gas merger bill was initiated 
by the District commissioners, but 
it met with no objection on the 
part of the companies concerned. 

Major Hesse, together with Com- 
missioner Fenning, urged _ im- 
portance of the bill seeking to curb 
false reports to the police. There 
were eighteen such instances in one 
month, it was said, and in these 
days when local arrests are reach- 
ing record-breaking proportions the 
police have enough to do without 
running down fictitious cases. 


FRENCH FISCAL BILL 
ENACTED INTO LAW

action by the =chamber and the 
usual criss-cross between senate 
and chamber on the eve of the 
Easter holidays began. 

The proposed state petroleum 
monopoly, which dominated ‘the 
senate debate, was referred to a 
special committee for study after 
a determined effort by the radicals 
to pass the chamber biil fixing the 
date April 1, 1927, for the monop- 
oly to become effective. 

The importance of petroleum to 
national defense was emphasized in 
the debate, in an effort to show how 
imprudent it was to leave the con- 
trol of the petroleum supply in the 
hands of foreigners. The Ameri- 
can policy of fitting out warships 
with petroleum burners was urged 
as a significant indication of the 
importance of, the question from a 
naval point of view. 

The monopoly, it was argued, 
would strengthen the hands of the 
government in dealing with the 
sources of supply, while it was con- 
tended that a monopoly already ex- 
ists in the hands of Americans, and 
that there would be no difficulty in 
transferring it to the hands of the 
state. 

The more conservative senators 
held that the question of institut- 
ing a monopoly in a product of 
foreign origin was too complicated 
to be disposed of in a simple reso- 
lution by parliamezt and that care- 
ful study was necessary before the 
government was definitely com- 
mitted to the monopoly. This view 
prevailed. 
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Passage by the French parlia- 
ment of finance measures designed 
to balance the budget represents a 
signal victory for Premier Briand 
and for M. Peret, his finance min- 
ister. M. Briand returned to the 
helm just as the league assembly 
met at Geneva, March 8, after hav- 
ing been defeated by the same 
chamber which has finally passed 
in a modified form the measures 
with which the French government 
sought to relieve the financial crisis 
and stabilize the franc. 

The business turnover tax, which 
supplanted the tax on payments, 
was modified so as to apply only to 
jobbers and wholesale traders. 

A poll tax and an increase in the 
customs tariff are other features. 

The finance ministers, Louis 
Loucheur, Joseph Caillaux and M. 
Doumer, were allowed to disappear 
from office by M. Briand to make 
possible the adoption of the meas- 
ures for which he had fought stub- 
pornly for three months. 

Passage of the measures was made 
possible by two factors, A socialist 
caucus had decided to abstain ffom 
voting, and Edouard Harriot threw 
his personal support to the govern- 
ment and marshaled enough radi- 
cal socialist voters to carry the day. 
The budget deficit amounted to 
2,460,000,000 francs, while the new 
revenue voted by parliament is ex- 
pected to yield a surplus of 60,000,- 
000 francs beyond that. The modi- 
fie¢ turnover tax will yield 1,200,- 
000; alcohol, 225,000,000, and the 
poll tax, 570,000,000.

TAMPAYER SUES TO STOP. 
SALARIES OF CHAPLAINS 


Brooklyn Man n Alleges Govern- 
ment Officials Violate Con- 
stitution by Payments. 


WHITE MADE DEFENDANT 


A taxpayer's suit was filed yes- 
terday in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court by James I. Elliott, 
of 79 Flushing avenue, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., who seeks to prevent the 
payment of government money for 
salaries to army and navy chap- 
lains. 

Frank White, Treasurer of the 
United States, is named defendant 
and the court is asked to restrain 
him from paying out any more 
money as salaries to chaplains un- 
der the appropriation bills. 

The plaintiff declares that in pay- 
ing salaries to chaplains the govern- 
ment officials violate the Constitu- 
tion because, he says, the pay roll 
constitutes an attempt to promote 
religious views and the establish- 
ment of religious and sectarian in- 
stitutions, whereas, he says, it is 
the aim and purpose of the Consti- 
tution to keep strictly away from 
religious matters. 

The United States Supreme 
Court, in other cases brought by 
taxpayers to prevent the expendi- 
ture of public funds for objects not 
in line with their particular ideas, 
has declared that it is none of the 
taxpayers business what is done with 
public funds or property and that 
if the taxpayer is to have any re- 
lief, it must come from Congress. 
The general welfare clause of the 
Constitution, the highest court 
held, is broad enough to allow Con- 
gress to use its own judgment in 
the use of public funds or property. 
Attorney Marx Lewis appeared for 
the plaintiff.

Philadelphia, April 3 (By 
P.).—A city-wide scarcity of 
poor and deserving women, who 
also can sew, caused the dissolu- 
tion today of the Northern Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia for Relief 
of Poor and Needy Women Who 
Could Sew, a charitable organi- 
zation that had operated for 77 
years. 

For many years the associa- 
tion employed poor women who 
were seamstresses to make Zar- 
ments and quilts. The workers 
were paid by the association's 
funds. The petition for dissclu- 
tion, granted in common picas 
court, pointed out in the recent 
months no women could be found 
who were both able to sew and 
in need of financial help. In the 
last few months the association 
employed not more than seven 
women actually needing assist- 


ance.

Limited Demand Felt. 


| 
The cash wheat market Was rela-, 


tively weaker than the future mar- 
kets, as a result of the very limited 
demand. Heavy test weight wheat 


was in best demand at Minneapolis, 
even though protein tests were not 
high. Premiums for the higher 
protein wheat declined about 1 cent 
per bushel, 12 per cent protein, 
No. 1, dark Northern being quoted 
at Minneapolis at 8-11 cents over 
the May price; 12% per cent, 9-12 
cents over, and 13. per cent, 10-13 
cents over. Milling quality durum 
wheat was firm with No. 1, amber 
quoted at the close of the market 
April 1 at $1.37-$1.52 per bushel. 
Other grades of durum wheat were 
dull, and unless demand increases 
il seems probable that some lower 
grades may have to be carried over 
into the new crop year. 

Premiums for hard winter wheat 
were also reduced about 1 cent per 
bushel, because of poor demand 
for milling wheat. No. 2 hard 
‘winter, 12 per cent protein, was 
quoted at the close of the week at 
Kansas City ate8&8 cents over the 
May price; 121% per cent, 9 cents 
over, an@ 13 per cent. 10 cents over 
the May. Premiums for soft winter 
wheat were also reduced 2-3 cents 
at the principal markets, but stocks 
and receipts of this wheat’ were 
very light. 


Rye Market Declines. 


The rye market declined 
wheat, as a result of the 
demand both for export and for 
milling purposes. Receipts, how- 
ever, were very light and were read- 
ily absorbed by the local mill and 
elevator demand. Prices of May rye 
declined about 3 cents for the week. 

Movement of corn was reduced 
considerably by unfavorable 
‘weather and road conditions. Re- 
ceipts at most of the markets were 
smaller than during the previous 
week, but reports generally indi- 
cated that quality was improved.

Q---(1) Will you please tell me 
if Novocain is a habit-forming drug 
like cocaine. (2) Is it advisable to 
extract a tooth while it is aching? 
A. i. Be 

A---{1) No, Novocain is not made 
from cocaine, but is a synthetic drug 
that has all the anesthétic proper- 
ties of cocaine without leaving any 
of its harmful effects. 

(2) If the tooth is not abscessed. 
it is well to extract it even though 
‘it is aching. If it is abscessed, the 
matter of extraction should be left 
to the judgment of the dentist. 


“Dead” Tooth Can Ache. 


Q. I would like to know if 

dead” tooth can ache.—F. F. A. 
A. Sométimes the ‘most severe 
‘'toothaches come from ‘‘dead’’ teeth. 
‘There is a putrefaction going on 
that cattses gas to form. This gas 
creates pressure on the nerve trunk 
that causes these painful forms of 
toothache.

If they can agree among themselves to

_ their several aims with the conditions set 
forth by the United States, they will then 
_ be in a position separately to advise the 
', United States of their unconditional 
acceptance of the American reservations.

MR. THOMPSON’S MISSION.

In all the more than 50 years I 
have lived in Washington I have 
been greatly interested in its 
growth, improvement and beautifi- 


cation, and since being a member 
of the committee of one hundred 
organized to promote those ends 


‘of a reply. 

Despite last year’s critical short- 
age of crabs, and in utter defiance 
to the government’s report and to 
the plaintive cries of the ultracon- 
servationists that the crab was ex- 
tinct. the same crab has inhabited 
the Chesapeake bay since last Au- 


have taken some littic part in its 
work. 

It has become apparent compara- 
tively recently that not only has! 


the pride and interest of the coun- | 


try in the Capital greatly increased, | 
but that Congress is much more! 
disposed than it ever has been to 
make it a great and beautiful city 
worthy to be the political, social 
and governmental center of the 
most powerful and growing coun- 
try in the world. 

The chief hindrance to its wisest 
and best possible development here- 
tofore has been lack of vision. fail- 
ure to look ahead and realize the 
rapid and marvelous growth sure 
to come, and to make provision for 
it. Senator King. of Utah, illus- 
trated this in a speech before the 
committee of one hundred on Wash- 
ington by telling how, when he was 
“a young member of Congress in 
the days of Speaker Cannon, he 


had vainly tried to get a_ bill 
passed to purchase the Great Falls 
for water supply and power for the 
city at a price less than a third of 
what must be paid for them now. 
The same thing is true in regard 
to the purchase of much-needed 
school sites and additional parks. 


Should Restrict Parks. 


Just a word as to parks in pass- 
ing. It may well be asked, what is 
the use of providing any more if 
the policy which our city govern- 
ment has followed in regard to 
them is to be continued? Had it 
been supposed at the outset that all 
the parks within the city were to 
be given up to business, there never 
would have been any. Business 
does not need parks, and ownership 
of lots fronting on them. ought to 
have been in the past and should 
be in the future restricted to resi- 
dences. Business has been permit- 
ted to take possession of them, all 
the way from the Capitol to and 
including Dupont circle, and unless 
there is some legislative obstacle 
interposed the next move will be 
to Sheridan circle, and so on grab- 
bing and monopolizing new ones, 
nearly as fast as they are laid. out 
and built on. 

The most important and difficult 
problem to deal with in the imme- 
diate development of Washington is 
what should be done with Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. As the principal ap- 
proach to the Capitol it has always 
been, east of Seventh street, an eye- 
sore unworthy of being the princi- 
pal street of a third rate, backward 
town. The Avenue as a whole can 
never be used for residences, nor 
is it a desirable or sought-for local- 
ity for business, which is steadily 
moving westward, and in a lesser 
degree northward. Clearly, it must 
be taken possession of by the goy- 
ernment for its own use. Historic- 
ally it is by far the most interesting 
highway in the country, and before 
stating the suggestion I purpose to 
make in regard to it, I want to in- 
sert something which, looking 
ahead, I wrote in 1905 in regard 
to its importance and its relation 
to the city and the country. 


Linked With History. 


“Washington was located and 
laid out: under the direction of the 
first President, and the second went 
there to 1f€e, since when it has been 
the arena of great events, the abid- 
ing place of heroes and statesmen, 
and a chief center of interest to the 
entire country. It would be fitting 
that the ceremonies of inauguration 
should become more splendid and 
impressive exhibitions of the 
majesty, unity and progress of a 
great, enlightened and law-abiding 
people, and that as citizens and sol- 
diers, employer and employed 
march in ever growing unison along 
Pennsylvania avenue, the nation’s 
consecrated and historic parade 
Zzround, they should find it graced 
from end to end with noble archi- 
tecture and adorned as was never 
any street before with statues, 
arches and monuments of commem- 
orative art. Along its route should 
live in marble and in bronze the 
mighty men of the republic who 
have trodden it, and the great deeds 
they have wrought. 

‘‘No other street is so closely as- 
sociated with the history of any 
government as it is with ours. 
Washington traversed it when it 
was but a woodland path; John 
Adams made his way in state 
through its stumps and bogholes; 
Jefferson set out trees along its line 
when the city site had been stripped 
of forest: and every other Presi- 
dent, with his varying escort, has 
passed along it to assume his office. 
It has seen more such pageantry 
than any street in the world, and, 
measured by it, goes back to a ven- 
erable antiquity. With Mr: McKin- 
ley’s, 25 inaugurations have taken 
place in Washington, and 25 coro- 
nations in England, with their cor- 
responding show and ceremonial, 
would take us back to the reign of 
BHdward III, in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. .

all crabs taken are killed in a vain 
effort to make them turn soft, in 
the final analysis is mother to all 
propaganda aimed against the Vir- 
ginia fisheries. Her conservation 
commissioner this spring bluntly re- 
quested the Virginia general asgem- 
bly to establish a crab sanctuary in 
the lower Chesapeake. He let the 
cat out of his bag when he refused 
to exchange six weeks of closed sea- 
son in the spring months—when 
Maryland and Virginia fisheries are 
competing — for a corresponding 
closed season in the early fall when 
there is no competition, in spite of 
the admitted fact that the later 
period is’more important biologi- 
cally. In brief, he wished to ac- 
complish two things by the estab- 
lishment of his Maryland sanctuary 
in Virginia waters, first to eliminate 
competition, and second, to make 
Virginia a hatchery for crabs which 
might then be Maryland’s to de- 
stroy. 

The government report shows 
that Maryland «has reduced her 
shedder house mortality rate from 
53 to 30 per cent. Figures from 
12 aAouses were used in showing 
the first rate of 53 per cent, but 
only one of the same houses was 
included in 7 from which figures 
were taken for the subsequent rate 
which purported to show so great 
an improvement in conditions.

cement courts near the Monument, 
knocked a ball over the back-stop 
onto an adjoining dirt court, which 
had been raked and rolled in the 
first stages of its annual spring 
overhauling.

Emerson says “hitch your wagon 
to a star,’’ which means go after the 
best that is attainable, whatever be 
one’s object. What is the best that 
can be done with Penns#lvania ave- 
nue? It is still open for every one 
to offer suggestions. Mine follows. 

Let the government announce as 
its policy that it will acquire own- 
ership of all lots abutting on Penn- 
sylvania avenue on both sides from 
the foot of the Capitol grounds to 
the Treasury Department. Then 
let each Congress, during its twe 
years existence, provide for the 
purchase by condemnation of Yne 
block on each side of the Avenue. 
It would take under this plan 25 
years, perhaps more, to complete 
the purchase. 

All property on the south side 
extending to the line of Potomac 
park should also be acquired, bring- 
ing the park line up to the Ave- 
nue.

The romance that Ira La Motte would tell you about, after he got 
through citing the number of burlesque theaters run by his circuit in 
various cities through the United States, has to do with Sam A. Scribner, 
who started out as fly-boy in a blacksmith shop and landed in the 
presidency of the Columbia Wheel. |

RA LA MOTTE'’S story runs something like this, the first few remarks 
I being somewhat along the lines of those employed by the formal 
introducer of an after-dinner speaker. Says Mr. La Motte: At his desk 
in the Columbia building, Times Square, New York, sits Sam Scribner. 
There center the destinies of traveling companies and nearly 40 
theaters, 18 of these playhouses being owned outright by the Columbia 
Amusement Co., of which Mr. Scribner is president and general manager. 

Brookville, Pa., knew Sam Scribner as a Jad. He helped organize the 
Brookville band, taking up the tuba horn as his specialty. When young 
Scribner was still in his teens, he grabbed his tuba horn and joined a 
circus. Those were the days of wagon shows, when everybody worked 
all day and through the night, either drove a wagon or kept busy with 
straightening up and getting under way again the wagons that had 
struck a rut and rolled into the ditch. Soon after joining the circus 
young Scribner threw away his tuba horn and plunged into general 
activities. He adapted himself to every line of work that is required 
of a trained showman—-be drove 8&-horse teams, helped load and unload 
the wagons, supervised the advance work, sold tickets, managed the 
show, and finally owned his own circus and all of its equipment. Having 
mastered one line of show business, he turned to another—the direction 
of a tent show that presented ‘standard dramas’”’ under canvas and in 
theaters. His purpose continued its trend toward general efficiency 
and one day when he found himself without a leading man, Sam became 
a thespian. 

As Sir Francis Levison, in ‘‘East Lynne,’ the actor-mapvager found 
himself and in those days of repertoire shows soon became a leading 
man. “The Octoroon,” ‘‘Ten Nights in a Barroom,”’ “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” “‘The Lady of Lyons’’-—all of the standard plays popular tiose 
days were presented with Scribner in the heroic role. So it went. From 
one line of show business to another, through the gaunt of theatrical 
management for the drama, vaudeville and burlesque, old Sam Scribner 
“saw his duty and done it noble.’’ 

More than 25 years ago, when burlesque was received With anything 
but good grace by the better clement of theatergoers, Mr. Scribner 
vistoned a future for that style of entertainment that would bring re- 
spectability to its promoters. He organized the Columbia Amusement 
Co. with one thought in mind and for 25 years has clung to his pur- 
pose-—to make burlesque clean and to make the presentation of bur- 
lesque a respectable calling. 

Scribner has been successful. Burlesque bowed to him. Already 
painted, it cleaned up. With all apologies to Jacque Garrison; burlesque 
ig not what it used to be in the old days.

Experts tell us that the earliest 
recorded municipal street lighting 
system dated about 200 A. D., when 
lamps were hung before the doors 
of the houses on the more im- 
portant streets of Rome. A search 


into ancient Grecian history, how- 
ever, places the origin of municipal 


| street lighting at a still earller date. 


We are told that Diogenes was 
wandering «about the 
streets of Athens carrying a lantern. 
When questioned as to his purpose 
tor such action, he reptied that he 
was looking for an honest man. Of 
course, it was immediately under- 
stood that he was seeking the 
mayor, or some other important 
functionary, and no selfre- 
specting city would permit a condi- 
tion to exist whereby an eager citi 
zen was forced to adopt so an- 
tiquated a contrivance to fiud his 
way -to the city hall. Thus, from 
purely selfish motives, city officials 
became interested in street light- 
ing.

lighting in America fol- 
closely the development of 
the whale oi! industry, and whale 
oil became the principal source of 
illumination until displaced by min- 
eral oil or natural gas in the early 
part of the nineteenth century. In 
1879 the electric arc lamp made its 
first appearance on the Streets, and 
from. that time street lighting be- 
came #w recognized function of the 
municipality. Such lighting was 
purely utilitarian, however, and 
generally resolved itself into the 
suspension of are lamps at street 
intersections. The lighting systems 
were usually installed ‘by public 
utility compantfes and maintained 
by them under contract with the 
municipality. 

Until the advent of the automo- 
bile, this class of street lighting 
which the late Dr. Steinmetz charac- 
terized as “distributed darkness,’’ 
was sufficient for its purpose and 
served to illuminate street crossings 
and define the roadway. Modern 
traffic conditions, however, call for 
higher intensities of illumination 
and for systems which will not only 
light the streets by night, but will 
beautify them by day.

Developed at Motor 
Company’s Plant.

Development of a cloth-making 
industry within the Ford Motor Co. 
which will produce more than 3,500 
yards of fabric for upholstery for 
Ford closed cars is announced in 
the current issue of the Ford News. 
Manufacture of cloth, which has 
been carried on by the company in 
an experimental way for some time, 
has reached a daily output of 300 
yards and by the first of August 
should reach the point of 3,500 
yards per day production. 

At present, six looms are in use 
in this department, which is located 
in the Highland Park plant. To 
reach the contemplated production 
by the end of the summer, however, 
74 more looms will be instajled. 
Even with this department at full 
production, the output of cloth will 
be only a fraction of the amount re- 
quired by the company. To pro- 
duce Ford closed cars at the pres- 
ent rate more than 22,000 yards per 
day are needed. 

Although present equipment per- 
mits only the use of scoured wool, 
special machinery has been installed 
to accommodate raw wool. The 
greater part of the wool require- 
ments will be supplied by Michigan 
flocks. 

Ford upholstery cloth is 80 per 
cent wool warp with cotton filling, 
this combination having been found 
to combine maximum strength and 
wearing qualities with a soft finish. 
The standard color is slate, but 2

ASTER time is tourist time in 
Washington. ‘“Tin-can” trav- 
elers, social visitors, official 
guests and spring vacationists, 
all like to be in the Nation’s 


Capital at this time of the year. Greater 
in numbers and at least equal in im- 
portance to any of the foregoing are 
the thousands of school children from 
all sections of the country east of the 
Mississippi river who are having the 
time of their young lives spending a 
portion of their Easter holidays in an 
educational trip to Washington. 

So many high and normal school stu- 
dents have arrived in the last few days 
that the hotels of the city are taxed to 
the limit of their capacity to accommo- 
date them. Reservations for those that 
are here were made months ago, and 
the operators of sight-seeing buses have 
‘“imported”’ several machines from Bal- 
timore and Philadelphia to supplement 
their local fleet, which is inadequate to 
meet the demands of the host of young 
students who want to see all they can 
of the wonders of Washington during 
the next few days. 

The importance of a trip of this kind 
to the scholars will be readily recog- 
nized. To those of moderate means 
who come from small towns, it may be 
the one and only time in their lives 
that they get any considerable distance 
away from Main street. To the great 
majority it.is their first trip of any 
importance outside their home city. 
All of them are at the impressionable 
age when lasting ideals can best be 
taught. 

Washington to them is the official 
home of the great of the land and the 
seat of the government, but that gov- 
ernment is a cold intangible thing un- 
til its inside workings are personally 
seen. It is all very well to read about 
and see pictures of the Capitol, but to 
stand at the foot of Pennsylvania 
avenue, in the shadow of the Peace 
monument, and see the flags flying 
against the deep blue sky over the wide- 
stretching wings that flank its famous 
dome, is to be imbued with a new spirit 
of loyalty to your country, to get a new 
conception of its vital meaning to the 
individual, and to receive a new per- 
spective of the radiant possibilities of 
its future. 

From their classrooms these children 
have come to Washington because ideas 
and ideals of this sort can not be ob- 
tained anywhere else. Historic build- 
ings may be viewed in Philadelphia 
and Boston, inspiring architecture may 
be seen in New York, the grim beauty 


of a modern city may be studied in 
Baltimore—but to get a “close-up” of 
history in the making, to see the great- 
est of architectural memorials that our 
nation erects to its unforgotten heroes, 
and to learn that a city can possess 
beauty without grimness, it is neces- 
sary to spend at least a few days in 
Washington. 

BETTER time to see the Capital 

City could not have been selected. 
Of course most schools have a 10-day 
recess around Easter, so that the aver- 
age 4-day visit fits in well with the 
students’ program; but nevertheless, 
barring inclement weather, it is an ideal 
season to see Washington at its best. 
The city is attractive all the year 
‘round, but is never lovelier than when 
the first fresh greens of the spring ap- 
pear, giving the streets and parks a 
new beauty and making it impossible to 
forget that it is Eastertide. It might 
be expected that such things would go 
unnoticed by the school children, but 
the reverse is the case. Whether 
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way, have become one of the best ad- 
vertisers of Washington in the last few 
years. Excellent colored pictures of 
them which constitute a constant tempt- 
ing invitation to come to Washington in 
the spring have been sold all over the 
country. The school children have all 
heard wonderful descriptions of them, 
and try to time their visit so as to af- 
ford an opportunity to see that truly 
marvelous spectacle of nature. 

Pictures, books, and talks with people 
who have been here, combine to give the 
school children of the land, with their 
very active imaginations, a definite con- 
ception of the Capital City even before 
they leave home. These preconceptions 
are always idealistic and rarely coincide 
with facts, yet it is something of a trib- 
ute to Washington that they are usu- 
ally surpassed by actuality. 

“No one,” says a former tourist agent, 
‘is ever disappointed in Washington. 
They find the city attractive not alone 
because of the government buildings 
which they visit so conscientiously, but 
also because of the wide avenues and 
streets and the ‘spread out’ arrange- 


ment of the buildings which as a rule - 


are notable improvements over the mu- 
nicipality from which they came.” 
There is no question that we who 
dwell here year after year become 
“hardened” to our surroundings. Hav- 
ing eyes we see not the grandeur and 
glory and greatness that lurks all 
around us and which people travel thou- 
sands of miles to glimpse. Pressing per- 
sonal problems demand our immediate 
attention. We think: our city a hopeless 
jungle of temporary firetrap buildings, 
over-crowded schools, and uncontrolable 
traffic. It takes a stranger within our 
gates to call our attention to that ro- 
mantic looking old brick building, the 
budding tree in the park, and the mag- 
nificent picture the Monument makes 
silhouetted against the sunset sky. We 
have no sight for such things that are 
of immense importance to our young 
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Champion basketball team of South Carolina, presented at the White House.

| ps us concern ourselves with a party 
that arrived ona special train from 
New England Saturday night a week 
ago. The train is made up of several car 
loads of children and their teachers 
from both small towns and big cities. 
The students presented a typical cross- 
section. of American youth as-they filed 
into Union station. There was the tan- 
ned and tall and lean country lad; the 
equally tanned but more solidly built 
country girl in homemade finery mod- 
eled carefully after the pictures in the 
fashion magazines; the “collegiate” boy 
from a large city with carefully pressed 
clothes and a self-possessed air about 
him; his classmate, the “flapper,” con- 
scious of, but in no way spoiled, by her 
own good looks; and a dark-eyed timid 
girl of obvious foreign parentage. They 
all appeared to be in a hurry, yet there 
was no marked confusion. They were 
an eager, animated, wide-awake bunch. 
As they emerged from the station 
they caught their first glimpse of 
Washington—the brightly illuminated 
dome of the Capitol. For the most part 
their reaction was quiet, there being 
few exclamations: No one missed the 
first sight and all appeared satisfied. 
But the scene slowed down their hurry. 
They were willing to stand there.with 
their eyes fixed on the dome and just 
look until their turn came to be taken 
away to the hotel in automobiles. 
Inside the car there was a little time 
to think. Everyone knows school chil- 
dren, even after they have reached the 
exalted dignity of being high school 
seniors, are great “gabbers,” yet there 
was little talking on the way to the 
hotel.

In spite of their exhaustion their 
minds—and their tongues—kept going. 
When they finally ran out of conversa- 
tional topics each individual stayed 
awake awhile longer, busy with his own 
thoughts. Parents were remembered 
a little wistfully, and the efforts ex- 
tending back over a period of several 
months to raise enough money for this 
trip were recalled. The glowing stories 
of upper-class men who had made a visit 
of this sort last year came to mind. 
Well, in a few hours they could see it 
all for themselves. Tomorrow the 
thrill that was Washington would be 
theirs. 

A very definite program for the 
party had been arranged by men of long 
experience in such matters, and a card 
outlining it had been given each pupil 
upon his arrival at the hotel, but there 
was nothing scheduled for Sunday 
morning. It could be spent as the in- 
dividual pleased. A few wished to see 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge attend 
church, but most of the students 
elected to \orship in an edifice of their 
own denomination.and banded together 
in small groups for this purpose. 
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During the afternoon an automobile 
trip was made through Rock Creek 
park, the Zoo, and Arlington National 
cemetery. It was remarkable how 
many things the pupils noticed in the 
course of their ride. With one ear they 
listened to the lecture-like talk of the 
man who tells of the places of interest 
as they pass through the streets, and 
with the other they listened to the side 
remarks of the person next to them. 
They see everything the man with the 
megaphone mentions, at the same time 
keeping a sharp lookout for anyone who 
looks like a congressman, and are con- 
stantly noticing people who remind 
them of acquaintances back home.

I know our entire debt 
from the war that foreign Nations owed 
us; even if they had paid it, was only 11 
billions. In another part of the paper it 
tells that 22 thousand met their death 
last year by Auto and that we are well 
on our way to beat that record.

lumbus ‘to make his history-making voyage 
im search of a shorter sea route to India, the 
fabled El] Dorado of the middle ages. 

It is one of those classics of legend that, 
at least, are in part true. The Castilian mon- 
arch’s interest in the new strange theories of 
the Genoese dreamer entitles her to a place 
among the world’s really great women. With 
prophetic vision her active mind followed the 
picture he painted of a greater Spain that 
should come through the discoveries this sol- 
dier of fortune might make in her name and 
that of somewhat indifferent King Ferdinand 
in:the unexplored portions of the world. 

“Queen Isabella was older than her husband 
whose fancy wandered from her to the beau- 
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ties of the court. He had married her when 
he was only eighteen. To obtain her, the 
great prize of.politics, he had let his educa- 
tion go, and to retain and consolidate their 
power he had fought and planned nearly al! 
their reign. Love, that was their romance, 
had become partnership. 

He hunted like a boy, rode in the tourna- 
ments when the queen assented, and had a 
record as a gallant which added to his popu- 
larity with everybody in Spain but the queen.

In the nosy, dingy rooms of a factory at 109 
Court street, Boston, these two men had 
worked, patiently and persistently, at the de- 
vice which was destined to link friends and 
nations in sickness and in health, in war and 
in peace, in matters trivial and in grave af- 
fairs of state. 

Who can estimate the worth of the idea 
which took concrete form in the mind of a 
young man skilled in the knowledge of speech 
and electricity? Not the social butterfly 
whose most serious thought is a “‘date’’ or an 
appointment with her modiste. Not the 
shrewd business man, bent on buying or sell- 
ing, for to him the state of the market over- 
. towers the finer considerations of life. Pos- 
sivly the doctor, hurrying to save a life, or 
to usher one into the world; or the states- 
man. weighing and discussing matter of far- 
reaching importance. They may have a broader 
conception of the scope and value of te- 
lephony. ; 

But’of all the daily users of this thought- 
lesslv accepted. convenience, how many know 
something of the real man behind the price- 
less gift? How many know of a cause which 
he held dearer than the field of invention? It 
is doubtful if even a fair percentage of Wash- 
ingtonians, people who were proud to claim 
Alexander Graham Bell as a fellow townsman, 
know of the Volta burean for the increase 
and diffusion of knowledge relating to the 
deaf, which he estaiilished in their midst and 
to which he gave generously of time and 
money. 

Dr. Bell used to te!l a story about it which 
while amusing, is still a sad reflection on his 
townspeople. A man had journeyed to Wash- 
ington that he might visit.the Volta bureau. 
On inquiring of the street car conductor as to 
its exact location he was met bv a blank look 
and a shake of the head. The stranger him- 
self was able to supply a little “Ua, 
said the conductor. a ray of light creaking 
through, mean that brewery .up the 
street!’’ 
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LOSELY linked with his own life by thé 
dearest of all 


mother and son, between husband and wife. 
was the great cause of aiding the.deaf and 
the hard of hearing. It was no accident or 
purposeless plan of a careless fate which he- 
stowed on Alexander Graham Bell the mind 
to comprehend, the heart to understand great 
needs iand their remedies. It was but part 
of the ‘‘one increasing purpose.” 

The life story of the man who gave to the 
world the means of quick and sure communi- 
cation, and, to a small world of the deaf, the 
privilege of intercourse through speech and 
speech-reading, is one of the most beau- 
tiful in all history.

OR the first time in the history of auc- 
tion bridge in this country a code of 
laws has been adopted that is really na- 
tional In scope. In prior years, since 

the early days of auction bridge, the Whist 
club of New York has promulgated its own 
code, which has been accepted and followed 
all over the country. This practice was all 
very well in the.early days when auction 
bridge was in the formative period, but since 
its recent great development as the national 
American game, there has been a growing de- 
mand for a national code of laws, one that 
represented the best national opinion rather 
than that of ‘the members of one club, how- 
ever able. This feeling in no way showed 
lack of confidence in the Whist club code, but 
merely a desire to have a code that represent- 
ed, in a more or less comprehensive manner, 
the best national thought and opinion. This 
feeling crystallized in the action of the Amer- 
ican Whist league, the only national body of 
card clubs, at its annual meeting in June, 
1924, when it appointed a special committee, 
of which Mr. Milton C. Work was chairman, 
to thoroughly revise the existing code of auc- 
tion bridge laws and make such suggestions 
to the Whist club as it deemed advisable. This 
was the first step toward obtaining a really 
national viewpoint. ; 

At about the same time. the Knickerbocker 
Whist club of New York city, whose members 
are noted for their scientific development of 
auction bridge, decided to frame an entirely 
new code of laws, to be adopted as a special 
club code and possibly to be offered to the 
country. This proposed code was completed 
in time to be presented to the annual meeting 
of the American Whist league, held June, 
1925, and it was then agreed that the sug- 
gestions of the special committee of the 
American Whist league and the proposed code 
of the Knickerbocker Whist club be submitted 
to the Whist club of New York for considera- 
tion, with the idea that these joint efforts 
would produce a new code, not only superior 
in every way to the existing one but also one 
that would be representative of all sections 
of the country and not of New York city 
alone.

HE Whist club of New York and its card 

committee, of which Mr. Bryant Mc- 

Campbell is chairman, very courteously ac- 
cepted the joint offer, and his committee la- 


bored at the task of producing a code suitable 
to all and containing such of the suggested 
changes as it deemed necessary and expedi- 
‘ent. Needless to say, this committee also 
made many valuable suggestions of its own, 
of even more importance than those received. 
As a result of this eytesnge of ideas and 
suggestions, a tentative code was offered for 
consideration at a joint meeting of the three 
committees held February 6, at the Whist 
club of New York. The whist club’s commit- 
tee had done its work so well that the new 
- code was agreed upon at that meeting and to 
the satisfaction of every member. No higher 
compliment than this unanimous approval can 
be paid the ability of Mr. McCampbell and his 
associates. They deserve the highest praise 
gpd sincere appreciation of auction bridge 
layers everywhere. Their stand at all times 
was a fair and reasonable one.and every sug- 
_ gestion was received with an open mind and 
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given careful consideration. Any objection’ 


and effect, glorified by love and romance. 
His beautiful and intelligent mother was 
hard of hearing; his wife to whom he was de- 
voted had been left, when a child, without a 
trace of hearing. 

Bell's father, Alexander Melville Bell, was 
a Londoner and the greatest phonetician ol 
his time. Among his pupils was Miss Susanna 
KE. Hull, who-conducted a school for deat 
children in Kensington. Seeing the possibili- 
ties of visible speech, which Prof. Bell taught, 
she sent for him to come and instruct he) 
deaf pupils by this unique system. Unable tv 
go, he sent his son, Alexander Graham Beil. 
Thus was begun the life work and devotion 
to the cause of the deaf which made Bell the 
great humanitarian, a finer distinction than 
any bestowed in the fleld of science. 

In 1879 Melville Bell decided to bring his 
family to Canada. Soon after taking up his 
residence there Graham Bell secured a posi- 
tion in the Boston School for the Deaf. At 
that time the deaf had been consigned to a 
small world of their own where thoughts were 
inadequately expressed by means of signs. 
Into this world came Bell and a few “here- 
tics,’’ who claimed for these people the bless- 
ings of speech. Fifty years ago all children 
who, through birth or accident, had been 
deprived of their hearing, were known as 
‘deaf and dumb.” Today intelligent people 
know that they need no longer be dumb.

Three years after Bell's introduction of 
visible speech in Boston, the leading institu- 
tions for the deaf in this country were em- 
ploying it in their daily work. Dr. Bell taught 
in a number of these schools and gave lec- 


to their law-making right that may have ex- 
isted in the past has been eliminated by. their 
willingness to accept and act upon suggestions 
from other sources, so that the players of 
the country can not only consider the present 
code. a national code in every sense of the 
word. even though published as the code of 
the Whist club, but also can rest assured 
that any revisions or changes in the future 
will be handled along the same liberal lines. 
The new code, therefore, is a step forward, 
not only as a better code than ever before 
available; but also as a consensus of national 
rather than club opinion. 

Mr. McCampbell’s able associates on the 
card committee of the Whist club were C. P. 
Cadley, Dr. Carter S. Cole, William E. Tal- 
cott and Milton C. Work. Thus Mr. Work 
had the unique distinction of being a member 
of two committees and his work on both was 
more than up to its usual high standard: In 
fact, Mr. Work deserves great praise not only 
for his able suggestions and general all- 
around ability, but for his unfailing tact and 
patience in ironing out the inevitable dif- 
ferences of opinion between the three 
committees. :

HE members of Mr. Work’s committee of 
the American Whist league were W. E. 
Byrnes, of Cleveland; Maurice Lewi, of New 
York; Winfield Liggett, of Harrisburg, Pa.;

Thwaits, of Milwaukee, and H. H. Ward, of 
Boston, all of whom are leaders of the game 
in their sections and a truly representative 
national group. 

Mr. Wlibur C,. Whitehead was chairman of 
the special committee of the Knickerbocker 
Whist club and did unusually fine work. For 
several years he has been an analyst of the 
laws and one of the strongest advocates for 
a new code that would be truly national in 
scope. Other representative members of the 
committee were Wynne Ferguson, R. F. Fos- 
ter, S. S. Lenz, Gratz Scott, E. V. Shepard, . 
John H. Smith, E. Wetzler and the writer. 

No one who has not actually participated 
in such work can .have any idea of its diffi- 
culty. Every member of these various com- 
mittees deserves the thanks and appreciation 
of the card players of the country for their 
sterling and devoted work. To the members 
of the card committee of the Whist club. 
however, the real praise must fall. Theirs 
was the actual labor of perfecting the code 
and conforming it in every possfble way. It 
is really a national code from an advisory 
standpoint, but as a finished article it is still 
the.code of the. Wsist club. 


General plan of the New Code. « 


The general plan of the new code follows 
the logical sequence of bidding and play. This 
sequence has been so well carried out that 
there is less need for an index than ever be- 
fore, although the one appended is ag com- 
plete as can be made. 
are due to the desire of the framers to pro- 
duce a code theoretically as well as practically 
perfect. To accomplish this result they dis- 
regarded the existing law. and replaced it 
with the one that should logically have been 
framed when auction was first played. An 
example of this is the law covering the draw. 
The old law made the ace of a suit and spades 
the lowest in drawing, whereas in the play 
and bidding they were the highest. 
was illogical and therefore was changed to 
accord with the facts. From another view- 
point, laws requiring similar. penalties have 
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Many of the changes - 
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tures and courses of instruction for. teachers 
from many others.

Examples of this are the laws and penalties 
covering out-of-turn and insufficient bids. The 
use of the word ‘“‘auction’’ to cover the bid- 
ding is one of the high lights of the new 
code.

HE elimination of all foot notes is a big 

improvement, for now the laws contain 
what they should, without more or less lim- 
itations as expressed in numerous foot notes. 
A similar effort to eliminate cross references 
was made, but it was found to be impossible. 
They have, however, been reduced to a 
minimum. 

The most radical change, the revoke pen- 
alty, has no bearing other than in the penalty 
The new: honor count may or may 
not affect the bidding, but it is very doubtful 
if it will. So far, an analysis of numerous 
rubbers played under the new count shows 
an increase of but 10 to 20 points on the 
average size of a rubber. This increase, if 
found to be an accurate estimate, will prove 
too small to make any difference. The third 
important change is the penalty for an insuf- 
ficient bid. This penalty now bars th® part- 
ner of the offender from bidding and thus 
conforms to the penalty for an out-of-turn 
bid. 

The definition of a ‘‘quitted trick’ is no 
longer important. Under the new revoke law, 
a revoke is not established until the offending 
player or his partner lead or play to the fol- 
lowing trick. Therefore, the question of 
whether the trick has been ‘‘quitted’’ or not 
makes no difference. The definition of a 
‘‘quitted trick’’ is understood to be the same 
as under the old code; that is, a trick is 
‘‘quitted’’ when it is turned and the player 
no longer touches it. 

While many of the laws remain unchanged 
in principle, practically every one has been 
changed in wording where such change tend- 
ed to improve.or to clarify. In a-number of 
instances, phrases have been added that were 
suggested by various questions that arose as 
to the interpretation of the old code. The 
result is a code as nearly ‘fool proof” as pos- 
sible and one that should satisfy all require- 
ments for many years to come. 


Section Analysis of the New Code. 
No. 1. Players. 
There is no change in this section. 
No. 2. Cards. 

This section is practically the same but in- 
cludes the definitions of ‘perfect’? and ‘‘cor- 
rect” packs in one section... 

No. 8. Rank of Cards in Drawing. 

' A change to the logical rule of ranking the 
cards as they are in play, Ace high and Deuce 
low. | - 

No. 4. Rank of Suits in Drawing. 

Same logical changa/.as ‘in No. 3, Spades 
being high and Clubs low, to conform to their 
rank in the bidding. 

No. 5. The Draw. ee 


An excellent change in this section requires 
the pack to be shuffled before the draw. 


Forming Tables. 


Nos. 6, 7 and 8 refer to the forming of 
tables, and players’ rights thereafter. These 
sections are similar to the old code but much 
more complete and better handled. They 
leave no situation without a remedy. :

No. 9. Drawing for Partner and the Deal. 
The player drawing the highest card gets 
the deal and the choice of cards and seats. 


This is an other logical change and directly 
opposite to the old code where the deal fol- 
lowed the lowest. Partners are determined 
by the two highest and the two lowest. 


No. 10. The Shuffle. 


This law is practically the same as that of 
the old code, but better expressed. 


No. 11. The Hand. 


‘“‘A hand begins with the cut and ends when 
the last card is played to the thirteenth 
trick,” &c. This definition is new, logical and 
in conformity with the definition ofthe 
“deal,” No. 13. 


No. 12. The Cut. 


The important point to note in this law {is 
that the dealer must complete the cut 
and in the proper manner; if he does not, any 
player may demand a new deal. Under the 
old code the question as to who should com- 
plete the cut and how, was a more or less 
open question. 


No. 13. The Deal. 


“The deal begins after the cut and ends 
when the last card has been placed in turn in 
front of the dealer.’”’ Note this definition in 
connection with those for ‘‘Hand,”’ “Auction’’ 
and “Play,’’ laws No. 11, 17 and 30. 


No. 14. Cards Touched During Deal. 


This is a new law and a very good one. It 
penalizes 50 points the player who turns over 
a card during the deal by touching it or pick- 
ing itup. It is a salutary attempt to prevent 
players from picking up or looking at their 
cards during the deal. 


No. 15. Compulsory New Deal. 


The reasons requiring a new deal are the 
same as in the old code, but the second part 
of the section is a big improvement and states 
very clearly what happens when a card or 
cards are missing. 


No. 16. Optional New Deal. 


This section is similar to the old code, but 
much more clearly expressed. 


No. 17. The Auction. 


“The auction begins when the deal ends, 
and ends after a declaration that three play- 
ers in proper succession have passed.’’ Here 
is the best change in the wording of the old 
“‘Auction’”’ is the ideal word to cover 
the bidding, and it is strange that no one 
ever thought of it before. 

‘Each pass, bid, double or redouble is a 
declaration.” 


No. 18. Bid. 

Definition is same as in the old code. 
No. 19. Rank of Bids. 
Definition is the same as in the old code. 

; No. 20. Insufficient Bid. 


A player having made an insufficient bid 
may correct it without penalty if he does so 
before another player has called attention to 

_the insufficiency, or has declared; in both 
cases an insufficient’ suit bid must be made 
sufficient in same suit; an insufficient no- 
trump bid in no trump. | ce 

If any player other than the insufficien 
bidder call attention to the insufficiency be- 
fore the insufficient bidder has corrected his 
bid and before the next player has saalared, 
the bidder must make his bid sufficient an 
his partner is barred from further participac 
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age. At that time he devised a method or 
removing husks from wheat, and he and his 
brother invented a speaking automaton.

T was not the purpose of this article to tell 

the story, interwoven with romance, of 
the invention and acceptance of the telephone.

It has been said that success is harder to 
bear than failure. <A triumph tests.a man’s 
mettle. When Alexander Graham Bell knew 
that the telephone was to bring him wealth 
he exclaimed, “Now we shall have money 


tion in the auction. In such case the bid may 
be made sufficient by substituting any higher 
bid in any suit or a no trump. 

The idea back of this change in the law 
governing the insufficient bid was to make 
the penalty for this offense uniform with 
that of a bid out of turn. In the old code 


the partner of the insufficient bidder was 
barred from further participation in the bid- 
ding only in the case the insufficient bid, when 
made sufficient, was not overcalled or doubled 
by an opponent. If overcalled or doubled, he 
was free to bid. 

In the case of a bid out of turn, however, 
the correction of this error debarred partner 
from further bidding. The penalties for 
these two laws, the bid out of turn and the 
insufficient bid, were always being confused, 
so that it was good judgment to make the 
penalties for these offenses uniform. 

This law occasioned considerable discus- 
sion and was finally agreed upon with but 
one proviso; that is, if made sufficient in 
time by the insufficient bidder he must make 
his bid sufficient in the same suit or (if no 
trump) in no trump, because in this instance 
partner is not barred from bidding. But if 
made sufficient only after attention has been 
called to the error (in which case his partner 
can no longer bid) he may make his bid suffi- 
cient in any declaration that will legally over- 
call the previous bid, whether in another suit 
or no trump. 


No. 21. Impossible Bid. 


If a player bid more than seven, the bid is 
void, the offender and his partner are barred 
from further participation in the auction, 
and either opponent may: 

(a) Demand a new deal. 

(b) Require the declaration to be played 
by the offending side at seven (undoubled or 
doubled). 

(c) Direct that the auction revert to the 
last legitimate declaration and be continued 
by his side from that point. 

The old code merely provided that seven 
was the greatest number of tricks that could 
be bid, but did not specify a penaHy. As will 
be seen, in the foregoing law, this penalty has 
been provided. While this was a provision 
of the 19156 code, it was not included in the 
1920 code. It is very necessary and should 
be read in connection with the definition of 
‘“Tllegal Bids,”’ law No. 26, and care taken 
not to confuse the two. . 


This provision is similar to the old code, 
but. expressed in a much more simple manner. 


, The partner of an out-of-turn bidder is barred 


from the bidding. <A double or a redouble 
out-of-turn is subject to the same penalty, 
except when it is the offender's partner’s turn 
to bid. In such case, the penalty is as fol- 
lows: “If a player double or redouble when 
it is his partner’s turn to declare, the oppo- 
nents may consult before declaring further, 
and elect: — 

(1) To call the bid made before the offense 
the final bid. 

(2) To call the doubled or redoubled bid 
the final bid. | 

(3) To demand a new deal. 

The object of this exception to ‘the genera) 
rule is to prevent a partner from doubling or 


‘yedoubling at a point im the bidding where a 


player is hesitating as tc the proper course to 


follow, It is aimed at the player who is over- 
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enough to teach speech to little deaf chil- 
dren!’’ It was the heart of the great hu- 
manitarian that spoke. 

The Volta prize, created by Napoleon, was 


bestowed by the French republic upen Dr. 
Bell for his invention. This money decame 
the nucleus of a fund with which he later ¢s- 
tablished, in Washington, D. C., the Voita 
bureau. Do yon, reader, know where it is lo- 
cated, or have you, teo, thought that that 
light-faced brick building on Thirty-fifth 
street was a brewery? Just across the street 
on Volta place, stands the home of Dr. Bell’s 
father and at the back is the old brick bulld- 
ing where Alexander Bell performed so many 
experiments. 

Although this bureau was established pri- 
marily to aid deaf children, it has since 
branched out into the larger field of work for 
those who have had normal hearing but have 
lost part or allof it. True to the idea of its 
founder, it is an institution of service only. 
It publishes a magazine, the only one of its 
kind in this country. The institution itself 
is unique in the history of the world. No- 
where else is there such a collection of impor- 
tant information relating to deafness in all 
phases as in the Volta bureau library. 

Working through various channels, the 
Volta bureau promotes the teaching of speech 
to the deaf by encouraging college-bred teach- 
ers to enter a vocation that {s more than 
pedagogical. From the very beginning this 
work has appealed to those who are imbued 
with a misslonary spirit, for the result of their 
labors is a bigger, better world for the handi- 
capped. The bureau holds summer meetings 
for teachers and conducts summer schools in 
various parts of the country. It has given 
advice to thousands of mothers as to the home 
training of their little deaf children, and this 
advice is sought by parents in almost every 
civilized country in the world, by prince and 
peasant alike. The deaf Spanish prince, Don 
Jaime, is but one of the thousands who have 
benefited by the wisdom of a great man. 

- - - - 


HE Volta bureau, together with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Organizations for the 
Hard of Hearing, is working faithfully in the 
fight for the hard of hearing child in the pub- 
lic schools. Eighty per cent of deafness as 
it exists today might have been prevented 
had an earlier generation been awake to the 
evils lurking in the common cold, the ear- 
aches of childhood, measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, spinal menigitis, and suppurating 
ears. Eighty per cent! An appalling e6co- 
nomic waste, a needless social traged;! 

But the solution of the problem May D6 
nearer at hand than we think. Other sclen- 
tists, burning the midnight oil, have discov- 
ered means of prevention; other humani- 
tarians have given generously of time and 
money; other leaders are carrying the torch 
once held high by. the great inventor. 

And there is a place in the work for you, 
too, reader. Not one of you but has some- 
where a friend, an acquaintance, or a relative 
whose life has been touched in some way by 
deafness. You, a resident of Washington, 
should know of this world-wide service, ex- 
tended free of charge, to all who neeq ft. 
Your part is merely to help pass on the gift 
of the great and famous man, Alexander Gr@ 
ham Bell.

No. 23. A Pass. 

Same definition as in the old code but in 

simpler language. 
No. 24. Pass Out of Turn. 

A pass out of turn is not penalised unless 
made before a bid has been made, and then 
the offender must pass the first bid and 6an 


not reenter the bidding unless the first bid {s 
overbid or doubled. This provision is new 
and to the point. 


No. 25. Doubles and Redoubles. 


These definitions are the same as in the 
old code. 


No. 26, Tilegal Declarations. 
In this section are grouped all such decla- 
rations as are illegal for one reason or an- 
other. They should be studied in detail and 


care taken not to confuse them with “‘Impos- 
sible Bids,’’ law No. 21. Particular attention 
is called to No. 26 (h) “A player is not re- 
quired.to name the bid he is doubling or re- 
doubling, but if he do so and name any bid 
other than the one he might legally double 
or redouble, his declaration is void; he must 
declare again, and his partner is barred from 
further participation in the auction.” This 
is new and covers a rather common error, 
such as, ‘‘I double two hearts,” when the last 
bid was really ‘‘two spades.’’ Note this ex- 
ception carefully. It is included because of 
the mahy decisions requested under similar 
conditions. 


No. 27. Changing Declaration. 


This section is practically the same as in 
the old code, but much more concise. 


No. 28. Cards Exposed During the Auction. 


There is no change in this section except 
in one respect, but that is an important one. 
If a card is exposed during. the bidding it 
must be a ten or higher to bar the partner 
of the offender from bidding. This ig a 
sensible limitation, for very seldom is {n- 
formation of any value given by exposing a 
card under a ten. 

No. 29. The Contract. 


The contract is defined as in the old code, 
but a very nice distinction is made in this 
section between the partners who secure the 
contract (declarer and dummy) and the part-° 
ners who do not secure.the contract, who 
from this point on are termed “the adver- 
saries.’’ Up to this point opposing partners 
have been termed “the opponents.”’. Still a 
further distinction is made by naming the 
adversary on the declarer’s left “senior” and 
the one on the declarer’s right “junior.” This 
innovation should prove popular. In the old 
days of whist all the players were named, 
but until this new law no names had been — 
given the players in auction. 


No, 30. The Dummy. 


The “play” is defined under this law: 
‘After the end of the auction the play begins, 


_and continues until the last card is played te 


the thirteenth trick.”” Dummy’s rights are 
apeienee in much the same way as in the 
old code. 


No. 81. Lead and Play. 
Lead and play are defined and distfm. 
guished without change.

The em- 

press, who had known of his secret 

love affair and had done her best to break it 

up, saw to-it that the boy’s grandfather 

brought him-up just.as if he had been the 

child of a legitimaté marriage and never let 

him know the tragic romance of his parents. 

With all these clews to work on the his- 

torians had no great difficulty in tracing the 

descent of the little love child right down to 

the present day, and identifying Helmy Weis- 

serich, of Narva, as the only living descend- 
ant of John Paul Jones. 


They were sure they had made no mistake 
when they found in the young woman's pos- 
session a ring which had come down to her 
as a family heirloom. It is marked with the 
initials “J. P. J.,” ‘bears the Jones’ family 
coat of arms and is believed to have been 
the token he gave Princess Kourakina when 
he declared. his lowe for her. 


According to the genealogy traced out by 
Profs. Uspensky and Petroff little Prince 
Kourdkina Jones was christened Ivan just as 
his dying mother had wished. Later he en- 
tered the military cadet corps and became 
a guard officer of the Hussar regiment. Un- 
der Alexander the First he took an active 
part in the Napoleonic campaigns and mar- 
ried, in 1825, a German countess, Lydia 
Tiesenhausen. 

In 1836 a boy was born of this marriage, 
whose name was Alexander. He became in- 
volved in the Russian revolutionary move- 
ment in 1865 with Dostoyewsky and Krapot- 
kin and was banished to Esthonia. In 1876 
he married a German baroness, Bertha von 


‘Weisserich, in Reval and made this city his 


home. In 1880 a child was born to him, a 
girl, by the name of Olga, who married a 
relative of her mother, Baron Rudolph von 
Weisserich, in Narva, a rich manufacturer. 

Baron von Weisserich’ inherited all the 
Kourakina estates. He married an Esthonian 
widow, Mme. Schulz. Their daughter, 
Helmy, was born in 1908. In 1917, during 
the Russian revolution, both her parents 
were killed by drunken soldiers. The girl 
alone survives, the last of her line. 

Shortly before Jones’ flight to Paris the 
following entry is found in Empress Cath- 
erine’s diary: 7 


“Anna Mihailovna (Kourakina) came to 


me in‘tears and asked permission to be mar- 
ried to Admiral Jones. ‘No!’ I told her flatly. 
The idea! Everywhere love! Silly notions 
of a young girl. I am afraid our atmosphere 
is too saturated with romance. Descartes 
tells me even he has been affected by it. And 
poor Francois (Voltaire) writes me he is 
afraid to visit me because of that ‘atmos- 
phere:’, Is it actually so? I am sure the 
court of Louis in Versailles is far more dan-' 
gerous in this respect.” 

A week later she writes:

As the Russian court records of the time 
prove, Princess Kourakina soon disappeared 
mysteriously from the court and never re- 
turned. About two months afterward Count 
Benkendorff, the head of the secret service, 
wrote the empress as follows: 

“Your Majesty: I have seized five love let- 
ters from Princess Anna Mihailovna Koura- 
kina to Admiral Jones and three letters from 
him to her, which are inclosed. It is evident 
that after this they will hardly be able to 
communicate with each other, as she has 
been sent to the convent of Novo Devishy to 
await the birth of her child, while he, a 
stranger in a strange country, will soon think

KEEPING HOUSE PLANTS 


A 


House plants should be shielded from the 
deadly dryness of warm rooms by sprinkling 
the leaves once or twice a day or showering 
the plants, according to H. W. Becker, fore- 
man gardener of the New York botanical gar- 
den. 

“Dry dead heat absorbs the moisture from 
the plants,’’ Mr. Becker explains, ‘‘and re- 
sults in filling the lung-like pores of the leaves 
with dust that is always afloat in atmosphere 
where the temperature is 70 degrees or over. 
Under such conditions house plants commonly 
perish. 

“The deadly dryness of the air can be over- 
come in various ways. Pots can be placed on 


trays the bottoms of which are covered with 


an inch of sand or moss constantly kept wet. 

“Also dripping wet sponges can be slipped 
once or twice a day in the forks of bushy pot 
plants. 

“Much also can be done by choosing those 
plants that will grow best in a warm room.” 

A pineapple can be grown in a warm room, 
Mr. Becker says, by getting the pineappte in 
the month of June with a good long green top. 
The top should be cut off close to the apple. 
a few of the low leaves pulled off, and next 
day the top planted in a 3 or 4 inch pot. 

‘‘Use sandy soil,”’ advises Mr. Becker; “keep 
it weé,and the plant in partial shade. The 
pineapple is a good warm room plant. 

“Other good warm room plants,’’ Mr. Beck- 
er points out, are palms, ferns, asparagus 
plumosus, aspidistra, cycas, pandanus, calla, 
cacti, and ficus, Which ‘will stand a great 
deal of heat if care is taken to keep their 
foliage clean and the air moist. 

“The warm room plants grow best in the 
temperature of 68 to 75 degrees in the day 
time,”’ he finds, “and 64 to 68 degrees in the 
night time. . 

‘“Cool-room plants grow best-in the temper- 
ature of 6S degrees to 60 degrees in the day 
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time and 50 to 55 degrees at night. Plants 
that grow best in cool rooms include oleander 
myrtle, ivy, jasminum revolutum, camellia, 
carnation, amaryllis, fuchsia, geranium, lem 
on, orange, hyacinth, ten-week stock, tulips 
vineca minor, Mexican primrose, pansy, anovw- 


. drop, violet and rose.’’ 


If plants are in poor condition, the source 
of the trouble can nearly always be found 
in the roots and soil, Mr. Becker saye. “The 


soil has been kept too wet and the sourness 
has polsoned the roots, or too dry and the 
tender feeding roots have perished, or per 
haps worms are found in the soil disturbing 
it and possibly devouring some of the nutrient 
substances of the soil. 

‘“‘All this can be remedied. 
be killed with lime water.” 

™o make lime water, put.sa heaping table 
spoouful of slacked lime in a.pint of water, 
Mix it well, and let the lime settle. Next day 
fill the potas of the plants with lime water and 
repeat the treatment once a week from April 
to October. This will sweeten the soil and 
keep the worms out. + 

“The best time to feed plants with Nquid 
fertilizer is from April to November, the grow- 
ing months. Feed plants once a week

It appears now that the starling, 
as I recently pointed out, is of similar char- 
acter. At least: the evidence which comes to 
me is rather conclusive that the starling when 
he enters the land takes possession. 

Any hole big enough for a nest is promptly 
pre-empted regardless of the rightful owners. 
This means that many of our  hole-nesting 
birds are being driven from their old homes. 
The bluebird, the golden-winged flicker, the 
red-headed woodpeckers, the tree swallow, 
these and others are forced to give way 
before the speckled interloper with the really 
handsome coat. In these columns recent- 
ly I made mention of the fact that it ig. an 
open question as to the desirability of this 
bird in America. At once a reader of these 
columns came to the defence of the starling. 
“Starlings do not drive away other birds, but 
are most kind,” says this good champion. 
“I have at our country place a box on a 
cherry tree where starlings live in amity with 
the rose-breasted grosbeak, scarlet tanagers, 
orioles and many other birds, who are con- 
stantly near them in nearby tree homes. Great 
flocks of starlings delight my soul in the city 
by their sweet silver appealing vespers and 
matins. They are the least quarrelsome of 
birds. Why does every one say the starling 
is so bad, when he is not?’’ 

It always is refreshing to hear from the 
other side. The fact that in this. instance the 
starlings in the cherry tree get along with 
the neighboring birds is not just the evidence 
it may seem to be. None of those birds men- 
tioned nest in holes in trees or in bird houses, 
which accounts for the fact that they have 
not been driven away. 

Even that handsome game-bird, the ring- 
necked pheasant, appears to have this same 
arrogant spirit which seeks trouble, It has 
been repeatedly reported to me that cock- 


pheasants have been guilty of driving ruffed — 


grouse, or partridge, from their nests and de- 
stroying the eggs. Certainly, the cock- pheas- 
ant isa fighter. Tfie other morning a friend 
of mine, who has been feeding the pheasants 
all winter, and who lately mag, Boy feeding 
a small flock of black ducks, was awakened 
by a great racket at 5 oglock in the morn- 
ing. A cock-pheasant and a drake were 
fighting desperately, while the balance of the 
flock of ducks shouted encouragement as only 
ducks can. Later, the duel was omewed. Ap-

The Mosquito Is Ever With Us. 


It happened this last winter that one of 


the professors in one of our large universi- 
ties wanted some mosquito larvae and re- 
gretted that he could not obtain them. One 
of the young men in his class promptly of- 
fered to get him some and, to the professor's 
amazement, appeared with them shortly. 
They were obtained from a pitcher plant. 
The young man’s father was a naturalist 
and had in the past-thawed out these larvae 
from the ice taken from the pitchers, or. 
hollow leaves, of the common pitcher plant. 
The experiment was tried by a friend of 
mine. He obtained a few leaves, the ice from 
which gave three-fourths of a cup of water. 
Sure enough, the mosquito-larvae were there, 
white and rather small, but characteristically 
lively. I believe it is one particular species 


that thus makes use of the pitcher plant. =~

there is no such creature. Nevertheless, J am 


‘or antlerd are shed by deer each year: and 


minded to helieve that most owls are goed 
rather than bad. Of 107 long-eared owls the 
stomachs of which were examined by the 
biological survey, only one contained a game 
bird, while 84 held mice. The stomachs of 
101 short-cared owls showed 77 holding mice. 
So go the records through the owl family 
and the hawk family. It is to be regretted 
that so many splendid birds should be clagsed 
us vermin. More often than not they are 
the destroyers of the real vermin. 


Jumping Foxes. 


Recently an observer reported seeing a fox 
running over crusted snow, suddenly jump 


high and come down with all four feet 
bunched in order to break the crust. He 
then hegan to dig in quest of mice. The 
question was asked if this is a common habit 
of the fox. Apparently it is, for many ob- 
servations of this kind have been reported to 
me. ‘I never have seen a wild fox in the 
open,’’ says Mrs. Percy-T. Clem, “but hating 
lived on a fox ranch for nearly three years, 
I have often watched foxes there doing the 
very thing described. They would place their 
four feet together and, hunching the baek, 
leap straight into the air for ‘several feet. 
The instant they touched the snow. n 
they would dig so fast that all that could be 
seen would be a cloud of snow.

And, as if the leopards were not enough 
of a novelty, she had coiled about her 
waist, its ugly tongue darting out clese 
to her flesh, a huge boa constrictor. 

She is credited with the origination 
of more extraordinary styles of dress 
than even the professional creators of 
fashions. Modistes and milliners are 
always able to get valuable ideas by 
studying what she has on. 

La Casati is the mistress of four pal- 
aces, all more splendid than perhaps the 
most prodigal of our multimillionaires 
can boast of owning. Each of them is 
kept retinued with an army of servants 
regardless of whether she is in resi- 
dence or not. 

No other woman has had her charms 
of face and figure painted so many 
times. Up to date exactly 1,000 por- 
traits have been made of La Casati by 
the world’s most famous artists. But, 
charming and masterly as many of 
these pictures are, she is still not en- 
tirely satisfied with any of them. Still 
she searches the world for some painter 
whose genius will find in her hypnotic 
eyes and white skin and serpentine 
grace an even happier inspiration. 

It was soon after her marriage that 
the Marchesa Casati, already fantous 
for her beauty, leaped into fame as a 
heroine of the spectacular and bizarre

mous old Palatino Barbarino and was 
one of the most fashionable and largel\ 
attended affairs of the season in Rome. 
It was not a costume affair. If it had 
been it avould have robbed the entry of 
l.a Casati into the ballroom of much of 
its spectacular character. 

Almost the last of the distinguislied 
ssuests had arrived and the gayety was 
just getting into full swing when sud- 
denly. above the music and the laughter 
and the patter of dancing feet, a pierc- 
ing whistle was heard. Once, twice. 
three times it shrilled through the room. 

As everybody soon understood this 
whistle was the prearranged signal to 
announce the arrival of the Marchesa 
luisa Casati at the festivities. And 
the manner of her arrival was more 
extraordinary than probably any ball- 
room had ever seen before. It quite took 
the breath away from the members of 
the brilliant assemblage who beheld it. 

As they looked around in wonder at 
the sound of the whistle they saw the 
crimson draperies: at one end of the 
room parted and through them appeared 
the Marchesa Casati—in a faithful rep- 
lica of an old Roman chariot drawn by 
a pair of leopards that bounded along 
with great leaps, snarling and snapping 
their ugly jaws as if quite untamed. 


La Casati looked radiantly beautiful 
in an armor-like gown of cloth of silver 
and with a silver helmet on her pretty 
head.

Men gasped, women screamed and 
not a few fainted as the leopards tore 
their tempestuous way into the ball- 
room. Even gallant old generals, their 
breasts covered with distinguished serv- 
ice medals, fled precipitately from the 
path of the jungle beasts. By the time 
La Casati’s chariot was fairly inside 
the room it had the whole floor to itself. 

Once, twice, she made a complete cir- 
cuit of the polished floor and then came 
to a halt under the glittering chandelier 
®hat hangs in the center of the palace 
ballroom. From behind the crimson 
draperies appeared a half dozen black 
boys, dressed like the slaves of ancient 
times. As La Casati stepped from the

But the leopards by this time were in 
no mood to be led away or removed 
from the scene by any other means. The 
bright lights and all the unaccustomed 
sights and sounds had worked them up 
to a high pitch of nervous frenzy. They 
seemed bent on turning the affair into 
an ancient Roman holiday by tearing to 
pieces a few of the slave boys and as 
many of the shuddering guests as they 
could lay*eeth and claws on. 

But La Casati proved fully. equal fo 
this emergency. In fact, she was the 
only ferson in the place who was not 
scared half to death by the frantic ef- 
forts of the beasts to tear themselves 
loose from the fastenings that bound 
them to the chariot. 

With calm unconcern and the majesty 


of a queen she walked straight up to the 


furious leopards. 
She fixed first one 
and then the other 
with the piercing 
gaze of the eyes 
that have so often 
been called hyp- 
notic. She knelt 
on the floor beside 
them, patted their 
ugly heads, gently 
stroked their spot- 
ted coats. 

After a minute 
or two of these 
soothing ministra- 
tions the leopards 
became as meek as 
any kittens and 
peacefully allowed 
themselves to be 
led to the luxuri- 
ous cage that was 
waiting tor them 
outside. And then 
La Casati was free 
to join her hus- 
band and the other, 
guests and enjoy 
the triumph , of 
being the most 
talked of woman 
in Rome. 

Her fondness for strange animal pets 
is one of the’ most interesting sides of 
the marchesa’s mysteriously many-sided 
nature. For years she has kept enough 
of them to start a. good-sized zoo, and 
many of them she carries about with her 
wherever she goes. Of course, the pair 
of leopards and the boa constrictor tnat 
figured in her sensational entry into the 
Roman ballroom died long ago, but they 
have been succeeded by many similar 
pets and also by a varied assortment of 
other beasts and reptiles, including 
tiger and lion cubs, zebras, pythons, 
and even a baby elephantor two. 

In recent years La Casati has shown 
a decided preference for snake pets. She 
seldom goes anywhere without at least 
one big serpent to accompany her, and 
this is often very disturbing to friends 
of the marchesa who do not share her 
fondness for snakes. 

“There are but two things I desire 
in New York,” the marchesa tel@phoned 
an American friend within a few min- 
utes after her arrival here. “Can you 
get them for me?” ~ 

“With pleasure,” the young man re- 
plied. “Just tell me what it is that you 
wish.” 

“First of all,”’ was the reply, “I must 
have some red wine to drink with my 
dinner tonight. Also I want a boa con- 
strictor—a boa constrictor that shall 
measure not less than 30 feet in length.” 

It is not recorded what success La 
Casati’s American friend had in meet- 
ing her first request, but it proved quite 
impossible to meet the second one, and 
she was consequently much disappoint- 
ed in New York as a place to shop. Al- 
though her friend faithfully searched 
the city from one end to another he was 
unable to find a boa constrictor. There 
simply was none to be had, nor could

Soon after her arrival in America La 


(‘asati went on to Palm Beach to be the 
guest of her long-time friend, the proud 
Princess de Polignac. It is whispered 
that the princess was not at all sorry to 
hear of the death of Anaxagarus, and 
is in hopes that a successor for him will 
not be obtained until the Palm Beach 
season is over. for she does not share 
j.a Casati’s fondness for serpent pets. 
The marchesa has come to be one of 
the most noted hostesses of Europe and 
she gives many marvelous fetes at her 
palaces in Rome and Venice, her villa at 
Capri, and her magnificent chateau, the 
Palais Rose, at Le Visenet. in France. 


She looks so much like a character out 
of an old French fairy tale that no bet- 
ter mistress of the famous Palais Rose 
could well be imagined. This is the cha- 
teau that was built by that mysterious 
eighteenth century personage, Prince 
Dada, and it is a replica of the beauti- 
ful and historical Royal Trianon. The 
chateau is filled with rare old tapestries 
and carvings, oil paintings done by the 
immortal masters of the past, magnifi- 
cent furnishings rich in the history of 
generation after generation. Only a 
fairy-tale princess like La Casati could 
own them, for they are beyond the val- 
ue of money. 


In the gardens that surround the mar- 
velous chateau, there are two smaller 
structures, harmonizing in architecture 
with it. One of these is a studio, a de- 
lightful retreat which La Casati has 
thoughtfully provided for the artists 
whom she often entertains. The other 
is the gallery where the 1,000 portraits 
of herself are hung. 


Every famous artist of her time has 
considered it an honor among honors to 
have La Casati pose for him. She has 
been done in oils hundreds of times, in 
water colors and pen and ink and dry- 
point etchings and every other medium 
known to art. 


Augustus John, the gypsy painter. 
contributed a very wonderful portrait 
to her collection. The one Zuloaga, the 
famous Spanish artist, made of her will 
be remembered as having won much at- 
tention at his exhibition in New York 
last winter. Her very latest picture is 
a striking portrait in oils by Giulio de 
Klaas, which Was completed the other 
day. 

Painters who have tried to place La 
Casati on canvas have met with just 
the same difficulty as they would have 
in reproducing in oils a vivid landscape 
at sunset. Exact reproduction of na- 
ture seems artificial in art. Those who 
have seen La Casati’s portraits would 
scarcely expect to see her appear that 
way in the flesh, but it is a fact that she 
does. 

The marchesa’s residence in Venice is 
a moss-covered old palace of fifteenth 
century beauty. It stands on a dim, 
mirror-like canal where gondolas glide, 
and behind it, hidden by high walls, are 
gardens of surpassing beauty. 

There is something about old Venice 
that suits the-marchesa’s personality 
quite as much as does her demesne at 
Le Visenet. Gorgeously arrayed in a 
voluminous dress of brocade, bedecked 
with the magnificent Casati jewels, and 
shrouded bewitchingly in a cape of ex- 
quisite, priceless black lace, the mar- 
_ chesa seems the spirit of some renais- 
_ sance princess that has refused to leave 
the scene of her triumphs. 

But a little while before she came to 
_ America, La Casati appeared in Venice 
_ one day when she was much more fear- 
_ ful to everybody she met than a perfect- 
ly good ghost would have been. She 
_ decided to take her darling leopards out 
for some air and strolled along the 
-@owded Piazza di San Marce ‘with her 


d 


carnivorous pets 
their leashes. 

The piazza was as suddenly cleared as 
if La Casati had, indeed, held power of 
enchantment and had made three mystic 
passes and uttered magic words. There 
is something very forbidding about her 
leopards. 

Two men who had to escort the beasts 
to her waiting gondola nearly died of 
fright, although the fascinating lady 
caretully explained that 
her darlings were = so 
thoroughly drugged with 
powerful opiates” that 
they bore nothing but 
good will to all men. And 
besides, she added, she did not believe 
human flesh was good for them. 

Perhaps it is nothing more romantic 
than morphine which enables the mar- 
chesa to manage her jungle beasts so 
well. But somehow it fits in better with 
all her friends’ idea of her to believe 
that it is a psychic power that calms 
them when they rage and makes them 
purr and eat out of her hand. 

Of all the marvelous fairy-tale palaces 
that might house 2 fairy-tale princess. 
none could fit the picture better than 
the Casati villa at Capri, where a huge 
granite figure of the Sphinx commands 
the castle grounds and meditates over 
the eternal riddle of what La Casati will 
do next. 


In deference to tradition, this Egyp- 
tian lion-lady faces east, gazing out over 
the Bay of Naples and Amalfi and 
smoke-crowned Vesuvius. The villa is 
a thing of wondrous beauty, rising from 
the sapphire blue cliffs and mirrored in 
the waters of the bay. Cypress trees. 
olives, aloes and elms and vines of many 
kinds make the grounds a sylvan fairy 
land.

If clothes are an index to a woman's 
personality, as they are generally taken 
to be, then one need go no further than 
the marchesa’s wardrobe to form an 
idea of her exoticism. The fashion of 
the day that tyrannizes over most wom- 
en doesn’t mean a thing to La Casati. 
She is her own judge of what to wear 
and when to wear it. ; 


For instance, she once appeared for 
a quiet little Sunday luncheon in the 
dignified precincts of Oxford university 
in Englandsmartly attired in long white 
Turkish trousers, a jet basque and shoul- 
der cape, and a huge, black picture hat. 

On this occasion, as the other guests 
aren’t likely to forget, the marchesga car- 
ried. an ebony cane, a cane almost as 
tall as she is, and surmounted by a 
carved knob. When some criticism was 
made of the “‘tameness” of English li- 
quors La Casati simply unscrewed the 
knob of her cane, drew out a long, slen- 
der cylinder of absinthe and treated 
them all to a sip! 


At a boat race in England not long 
ago she appeared in a very stunning 
suit of soft red brown leather which 
fitted her almost as perfectly as her 
skin. Even taking into consideration 


' the row of buttons down each side, it 


was still a matter of conjecture to the 
curious as to how she ever got into that 
dress. A big, floppy hat trimmed gen- 
erously with fringed leather completed 


the costume. 


La Casati’s evening toilettes always 
suggest the princess out of a fairy tale, 
so rich they are in jewels and magni- 
ficent materials. Usually three great 
ostrich plumes mounted in a tiara of 
gleaming gerhs constitute her headdress, 
and her forehead is always shadowed 
by that inevitable short face veil that 
increases the air of mystery. about her. 

A gorgeous dress she wore in New 
York the other evening was of heavy 
gold cloth, with a decolletage so deep 
that there wasn’t enough left of the 
basque to be worth mentioning. The 
skirt went to the other extreme, al- 
though it was slashed up on the right 


_side almost to the hip revealing a long 


glimmer of gold hose. But over the tight 
oa there were panniers ef monstrous 


size, hooped out and ending 1}: 
two long trains. 

These trains the marchesa 
had looped up with ordinary 
safety pins to make walking pos- 
sible, but she removed the pins 
and spread her skirt with great grace. 
after reaching a-seat in the drawing 
room where she was the guest of honor. 

The other day when she stepped off 
the train at Palm Beach, her coat was 
so gayly splotched with color that it 
would have made Joseph’s proud gar- 
ment look like the garb of a Quaker. It 
has become an adage among La Casati’s 
European friends that they don’t have 
to see her face—they can recognize her 
so easily by her clothes. 

Many amusing stories are told of the 
difficulties in which La Casati and her 
friends often become involved because 
of her fondness for strange pets. One 
of these concerns a young man from the 
western United States whom she in- 
vited to visit her at her French chateau. 

It was dusk when the guest arrived 
and was left in the reception room while 
the servant went to announce his com- 
ing. As the young man looked about 
him he saw in a shadowy corner of the 
room what had every appearance of be- 
ing a leopard about to spring at~-him. 
The beast was crouched as they always 
are when prey is in sight, its head 
swayed ominously from side to side, its 
great eves glowed like live coals. 

That young man was more startled 
than he had ever been in his life before. 
He thanked his lucky stars that he car- 
ried a gun, and he promptly drew it. 
But before he could pull the trigger and 
save, as he thought, his life, La Casati 
burst into’ the room and snatched the 
revolver from his hand. 

‘‘Don’t shoot poor old Toto,” she cried 
hysterically. “He can’t do you any 
harm. He killed two men during his 
lifetime, but now, poor fellow, ‘he’s past 
clawing up anybody any more.” 3 

The guest looked his unbelief. He 
thought his hostess must be a little mad, 
for that menacing beast in the corner 
looked very much alive and seemed 
ready at any moment to launch his body 
in a mighty spring. 

-He was not fully reassured until the 
marchesa pressed a button on the wall. 
At that the leopard ceased to move, his 
eyes stopped glowing and the young 
man saw plainly that it was only the 
stuffed and animated image of a leop- 
ard that had frightened him. 

“‘Toto’s death nearly broke my heart,” 
La Casati explained. “It was a great 
consolation to me when I found I could 


have him stuffed and electrified so that

treated him so cruelly.

the impertinence to complain 
about him, and they finally 
made so much fuss that I 
was forced to have him shot. 

“Poor Toto—I shall never 
see his like again. He was an 
animal with a soul.

Yes, but he is arbiter in the matter of 
clothes not because he is Prince of Wales, 
but for the reason that he is the most con- 
spicuous and most admired young man in the 
world today. His father, George V. was 
Prince of Wales before him, yet he set no 
fashions. Though his mother, the present 
queen, is always expensively dressed, nobody 
copies her gowns or hats. 

There® was another Prince of Wales, 
regent in the reign of George III, whose 
favorite, the celebrated Beau Brummel, was 
a creator of fashions. The regent himself 
(afterward George IV) had no such preten- 
sions.. But the unfortunate Brummel, ‘“‘feel- 
ing his oats’’ too much, so offended his royal 
patron as to be cast, figuratively speaking, 
into the outer darkness. Whereupon, becom- 
ing a nobody, he ceased to be regarded as 
an arbiter of:style, the halo be wore in that 
capacity having been merely a reflection of 
his master’s kingly splendor. 


Shrewd Managers of dressmaking 
“ateliers’” have been known to pay prom- 
inent actresses or other conspicuous women 
to wear gowns of new and striking patterns 
on the stage or street, with a view to intro- 
ducing, styles. _There was a rather remark- 
able instance of the sort when a well known 
New York furrier desired to popularize a cer- 
tain style of coat. 

He found himself embarrassed by the. pos- 
session of six dozen costly fur jackets made 
by some almost inconceivable blunder after 
a pattern which did not correspond to any 
style tnat had ever been thought of. Luck- 
ily, he had a remarkably beautiful sister-in- 
law, with a superb figure, to whom he made 
a business proposition.

The ancient 
Greek ideal is illustrated by numerous statues, 
and it is noticeable that nearly all of the 
faces look alike. The nose forms a continu- 
ous slant with the forehead—no depression 
where the nasal organ meets the brow— 
though no human face was ever made that 
way. It was the way the Greeks thought it 
ought to be for perfect beauty and that was 
sufficient.

Looking back over past centuries, it is 
most interesting to study the changes of fash- 
ion in hats and gowns, as illustrated by old- 
time portraits of women who wore them. 
Some are rather weird in design, judged 
from a present-day standpoint, but many of 
the styles are so beautiful that one wishes 
they might be ravived., 

Easter is a sort of perpetuation of the 
ancient Roman festival in honor of the god- 
dess Flora, which celebrated the return of 
spring. The early Christian church made a 
policy of adopting the pagan holidays and 
turning them to account for.its own pious 
purposes. 

If we could look back a couple of thou: 
sand years further, we would doubtless find 
that in Egypt and Babylonia fashions in dress 
were of as much importance as they are to- 
dav. Wall frescoes, statuettes and painted 
portraits of ladies on their mummy coffins 
(these likenesses in many instances represent- 
ing them fully costumed) give a very good 
idea of the styles in that ancient epoch. 

Their indoor dress was commonly of sheer 
muslin resembling georgette, the climate be- 
ing hot. They wore chemisettes of fine veil- 
ing. with rosettes of ribbon. A tight band 
of linen (the beginning of the corset) upheld 
the bust. 

The fabrics for gowns were not surpassed 
in delicacy and veauty by any that we know, 
silks and muslins being imported from In- 
dia. The hats were sometimes dainty con- 
structions of artificial flowers and ribbon. No 
stockings were worn, but the bare legs were 
adorned with golden hoops. 

In all ages women have delighted in dresa. 
They dress to please men, and in rivalry with 
one another. There have always been fash- 
ions, ever chanpring. The mode governs femi- 
nine costume. {[t is in spring that the new 
styles make their appearance. With the re- 
newal of the year comes an efflorescence of 
fresh frocks and hats. All nature is putting 
on new clothes, and the women must do like-

The first thing on the program the 
next morning was a trip to the Wash- 
ington monument. This was found to 
be another building that had to be seen 
to be appreciated.

from the State from which they came, 

From the monument, the Pan-Ameri- 
can, the D. A. R. and the Red Cross 
buildings, were visited in quick succes- 
sion. Then came the thrill of thrills— 
a trip to the White House. Even the 
teachers who had been through the ex- 
ecutive mansion several timés, con- 
fesséd that -it is always the piece de 
resistance of their Washington stay. 
Being the official home of the President, 
it: is the placé above all others which 
continually stands in the spotlight of 
public interest. Everybody in the most 
remote hamlet knows of the White 
House and speaks of it frequently and 
with familiarity. Everybody has his 
own conception of it. These children 
were no exception. The boys had all 
béen taised to be President and were 
at last to see exactly what sort of a 
home the chief executive had. 

None would admit it, but they were 
all so excited they were nervous as 
they entered the grounds. There was 
no neéd to retifid them of the tradi- 
tional quiet that must be maintained 
within the building. They were over- 
awed from the moment they passed 
through the doors. With wide eyes and 
béating hearts they followed an at- 
tendant into the East Room where they 
listened to him explain in an undertone 
some of the features of the furnishings.

More and more they are coming to regan 
such tours as an essential part of the edua®- 
tion of every American, and the fact that they 
come back year after year can be taken to ih- 
dicate that they are enthusiastic ovér the idea. 

Teachers are not the only ones who en- 
courage such tours. Big business men who 
boast a reputation for being public spirited 
citizens as well as sagacious captains of in- 
dustry have given their endorsement to the 
enterprise and sought to further it by making 
financial concessions when possible to héjp 
the students. The railroads make a fate fe- 
duction of 50 per cent for school parties and 
hotel managers also lower their rates. As @ 
result the cost of trips of this sort is ex- 
tremely reasonable.‘ For example, a Chicago 
High school student may have a fivé-day 
journey to the National Capital that includes 
un uutomobile tour of the Gettysburg battlé- 
fields for $91.00 if he is not particular about 
riding in an upper birth, and this figure ean 
be reduced to $86.00 if he is willing to share 
a lower berth with a buddy. 

Spring trips of school children to the Oagl- 
tal City have been conducted for well over ~ 
decade. Capt. Charles P. MeCullough, wee 
tant general passenger agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, recalls that among the rt 
pupils sent to Washington as an educational 
asset were a few prize winners in a corn- 
growing contest out in Ohio. A numbér of 
their classmates also wanted to seé Washing- 
ton so bad they were willing to pay theif own 
expenses, .and a special train Was gottén up 
which brought about 100 to the Capital, The 
next year three special trains were requiréd, 


* The movement spread through Peénnsylvéitia 


and New York until it now covers all the 
easterti part of the United States, and Cal 
Walter V. Shipley, of the local office of thé 
Baltimore and Ohio, déclares that his road th- 
nually brings down a party of several hun- 
dred frofm Toronto, Canada. 

As a rule the students or théir paretts de- 
fray the expenses of the trip. Sometimes in-

No. 82. Cards Exposed During Play. 
There is no change in this section. 

No. 88. Penalty for Exposed Cards. 


There is no change in this section, but an 
addition is made that should be noted. The 
owner of an exposed card ‘‘may lead or play 
it whenever he can legally do so.’’ This addi- 
tion should answer many a doubt that arose 
in the past. 


No. 34. Leads Out of Turn and Cards Played 
in Error. 


This section embodies in one group all of 
these troublesome questions, so’ that the an- 
swer can now be readily found. The only 
change in penalty is covered by No. 34 (c) 
*“‘Should declarer lead out of turn, either from 
his own hand or dummy, such (lead shall 
stand, unless an adversary call attention to 
the error before he or his partner plays. 
When attention is called to the error in time, 
declarer must lead from the proper hand; 
and if that hand have a card of the suit led 
from the wrong hand he must lead that suit.”’ 
This is quite an important change and should 
help to prevent the careless declarer from 
constantly leading from the wrong hand. 


No. 85. Tricks. ° 


There is no change in this section, but an 
important addition is made. ‘A quitted 
trick may be examined upon demand of any 
player whose side has not led or played to 
the following trick.”’ 

The foregoing is a distinct change from the 
previous code, which provided that a trick 
once quitted may not thereafter be looked at. 
It should be noted, however, that this change 
permits the examination of a trick by a player 
onky when neither the player in question nor 
his partner has played or led to the follow- 
ing trick. While this change may permit a 
playe rto examine the previous trick to ob- 
serve the particular card played thereto_by his 
partner, he may not ask his partner what card 
was played. The purpose of this change is to 
permit the examination of the previous trick, 
under the conditions stated, in order to cor- 
rect at once the possibility of a revoke or the 
taking in of a trick by the wrong side. 


No. 36. Odd Tricks. 


This section is the same as in the old code, 
but much better expressed. 


No. 87. Odd Trick Values. 


No change and the value of the tricks has 
remained the same. There was some agitation 
to equalize the four suits, giving all of them 
the same point value, to conform to the new 
honor count, but met with no support from 
the committee. The writer feels that in mak- 
ing this decision the committee acted very 
wisely. To so equalize the suits would destroy 
the distinction between major and minor 
suits, one of the prettiest points of auction. 

No. 38. Under-Tricks. 

The adversaries’ book is well defined by 
this section to be ‘“‘seven minus the number of 
odd tricks named in declarer’s contract.’’ An 
undertrick is then defined as a trick won 
by adversaries in addition to their book. No 
change from the old code. 

No. 89. Honors. 
' There is no change in the definition of 


honors. ; 
No. 40. Honor Values. 

Honors are scored in the honor score of 
the side to which they are dealt, their value 
not being changed by doubling or redoubling. 
All honors held by either side are scored ac- 
cording to the following table:

of Changes In Bridge Rules 


No. 48. Claiming Tricks. 
This law has not been changed and is un- 


The change in the honor value is one of the 
most radical made in the new code; but has 
proved very popular where it has been tried 
and will undoubtedly have the approval of 
the country at large. It is a step forward, as 
it tends to equalize the luck element of the 
game. There was some objection to the 
change on the ground that it would affect 
the value of the rubber and the present even 
balance between the various suits. Such a 
fear, however, seems groundless. 

No. 41. Slams. 

There is no change in this section, but an 
addition makes it clear that if a player bid 
seven and made only six, he scores a little 
slam just the same. 

No. 42. Refuse and Renounce. 

These terms are well defined under this 
section. 

No. 48. The Revoke. 

The definition is much the same as in the 
old code, but better expressed. 

No. 44. Revoke Avoided. 

Law No. 44 (b) “Should dummy leave the 
table, declarer can not be penalized for a re- 
voke, unless an adversary call the renounce 
to his attention in time to enable him to cor- 
rect it,’’ is entirely new and avoids the neces- 


sity of asking for the ‘‘courtesies’’ of the ta- 
ble, as in the code. 


No. 45. Renounce Penalty. 


A most important change is made in this 
law as to the time within which a renounce 
may be corrected. Under the old code, as 
soon as the trick was turned and quitted the 
renounce became a revoke; but under the 
terms of law No. 45, a renounce does not be- 
come a revoke until the renouncing player or 
his partner ‘‘has led or played to the follow- 
ing trick.’’ The penalty for the renounce if 
corrected in time is the same as under the 
old code. 


No. 46. Revoke Penalty. 


“This revoke penalty for either side is: 
Two tricks for its first revoke; one trick for 
each subsequent revoke (if any). These tricks 
are taken at the end of the hand from the 
tricks of the revoking side and added to the 
tricks of the other side. They count exactly 
as if won in play and may assist declarer to 
make his contract or to go game; or may as- 
sist the adversaries to defeat the contract, in 
which case they carry full bonus values. If 
they make the total 12 or 13 tricks for either 
side, they carry the proper slam bonus. If 
the contrdct be doubled or redoubled, they 
count at the doubled or redoubled value in 
the trick score of the declarer, and carry 
their full bonus (if any) in the honor score 
of either side. After surrendering these 
tricks, the revoking side may score for its 
remaining tricks as it would if it had not 
revoked. If the revoking side have not 
enough tricks to pay the penalty in full, sur- 
rendering all it has pays the penalty; if it 
have no trick, there is no penalty.” 

This law represents a radical change from 
the provisions of the old code. For the first 
time in the history of auction *bridge, the re- 
voking player is allowed to score when the 
revoke is noted. This change was adopted 
‘only after much study and careful thought by 
the joint committees. Many and various sug- 
gestions were made, but the law as finally 
adopted appealed to all because of its sim- 
plicity and its applicability with equal force 
to both sides. In the event both sides revoke, 
the revokes cancel one another; or if one 
side revokes twice and the other side once. 
the net penalty would be one trick. The law 
seems “fool proof’? and eminently fair. As 
Mr. Work aptly said: ‘‘The New Revoke Law 
is not drafted to fully punish the intentional 


.revoker; for that type of individual there is 


but one proper punishment—complete, final 

and utter ostracism from the bridge table.” 

No. 47. Time Limitation of Revoke Claim. 
No change in this section. 
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doubtedly fair. One criticism, about the only 
one of the entire code, is that it retains the 
word ‘‘finesse,’”’ a most difficult term to de- 
fine. The best definition is that given by 
Capt. Cecil Moore: ‘‘The finesse is an attempt 
by declarer to win a trick with a card lower 
than an unlocated card of the’ same suit held 
by one of the adversaries.’’ Retain this: defi- 
nition for use in case of an argument under 
this section as to the meaning of a ‘“‘finesse.’’ 
No. 49. Conceding Tricks. 


This law is worded very differently than in 
the old code but contains no new matter. 


No. 50. Game. 


The definition of a ‘‘game’’ is much more 
complete than in the old code, including sucb 
points as were covered in countless questions 
under the old definition. 


No. 51. Rubber. 


The definition of a “rubber” is an improve- 
It retains the defini- 
tion of the winner of the rubber, as the side 
“having the greater total of points.’”’ No. 61 
(c) is entirely new and covers the common 
situation of one player leaving a rubber be- 
fore completion, for one reason or another. 
The new law gives the opponents the right to 
score the unfinished rubber as provided in No. 
51 (b), or cancel it altogether. This provi- 
sion was a very necessary one and should 
prevent many disputes. . 
No. 52. Scoring. 


There: is no change in this section but a 
necessary addition. Law No. 52 (e) “A 
proved error in addition or subtraction may 
be corrected whenever discovered.”’ 


No. 53. Consultation and Selection of 
: Penalties. 


These rights are all grouped for the first 
time so that they can be easily consulted. 


No. 54. Information. 


This section clearly indicates the various 
rights and penalties in this connection and 
is well expressed. There are no changes 
except: “If, before or during the auction, 
a player give any unauthorized information 
concerning his hand, his partner may be 
barred from further participation in the 
auction.” This is a very necessary provision 
and should be strictly enforced. 


Ethics and Etiquette. 


The inclusion of the word “Ethics” is a 
big step forward. Formerly an offense 
against the ‘‘Etiquette’’ might have been re- 
garded as a breach in courtesy only, but 
now that it is also regarded as non-ethical, 
players will be a great deal more careful 
to comply with these rules. In this con- 
nection the writer considers the best way to 
emphasize this point and to hring out the 
real purpose. and necessity for a code of 
laws, is to quote the following from the 
Foreword: 

‘‘Laws are not drafted to prevent dishon- 
orable practices; that they can not, ac- 
complish. Ostracism is the only adequate 
remedy. The real object of the laws is to 
define the correct procedure and to provide 
for the situations which occur when a play- 
er through carelessness gains an uninten- 
tional, but nevertheles an unfair advantage. 
Consequently, penalties when provided are 
moderated to a minimum consistent with 
justice. A player guilty of an offense should 
earnestly desire to pay the full penalty and 
thus atone for his mistake. When this es- 
sential principle is thoroughly understood, 
penalties are paid graciously and. cheer- 
fully, improper claims are not presented, 
arguments are avoided, and the pleasure of 
the players is materially enhanced.”
